Perion that fo worthily fills it at this Juncture. 
Such was Dr. Thomas Tenniſon, who was | 
Born in the Lear :634, of good and repu- | 
table Parents, that prefer'd Honeſty to great 
Riches; and had a commendable Name in 
more valuable Eſteem, than the Taking | 


Proviſion for the Children, that ow'd their 


Birth to them, by heaping up Wealth which 


they knew not who ſhould gather: Howe- 
ver, as his Father was in Circumſtances ſuf- 


ficient to give the Son a liberal Education, 


ſo after the Latter had gone through the firſt 
Rudiments of Learning, with uncommon 


Succeſs, the Former had Intereſt enough to 


get him admitted as one of Archbiſhop Par- 
ker's Six Scholars, in the School of Norwich, 
he being born in the County of Norfolk ; 
from whence in proceſs of Time, at Seven- 
teen Ycars of Age, he was elected Scholar 


of Corpus Chriſti, alias Bennets College, in 


Cambridge, and afterwards Fellow of the ſaid

HFouſe; where he continued for ſome Time, 
during the Unnatural Rebellion, that then 
- ſpread it ſelf over England; without Intenti- 
on to take Holy Orders; becauſe of the Diſ- 
couragements, and Perſecutions the Epiſco- 
: pal Clergy at that Time labour'd under. 


However, as the Maſter of that Houſe, 
Dr. Love, had a particular Eſteem for him, 
which he afterwards ſhew'd, by giving him 
his Daughter in Marriage, with a plentiful 
Fortune; ſo after he had conſiderably ad- 
vanced his Fortunes, by taking upon him the 
Inſtruct ion of ſeveral young Noblemen and 
Gentlemen, he, upon the Reſtoration of the 
Church of England, with the Royal Family, 
was Ordaind Deacon and Prieſt ; and upon 
the Fall of a College-Living, was preſented 
to it ; after which he chang'd his Conditi- 
on, and diſpos'd of himſelf in Marriage as 
above-mention'd, 

Nor had he long diſcharg'd this Cure of 
Souls with the greateſt Fidelity, before one 
of the Noble-men, whom he had the Edu- 
cation of as Tutor, upon the Preſentation of 
the Vicaridge of St. Martin's in the Fields 
falling to the Crown, obtain'd the Grant of 
it for him; after which he commenc'd Do- 


. or in Divinity. Being thus enabled by a 
Living of 900 or 1000 J. per Aunum, to ex- 


ert that propenſity towards Acts of Charity, 
which he did generouſly, and without Hopes 


of

of any Children, addicted to, he made ſeveral | 
Donations to the faid Pariſh of St. Martin's; 


amongſt others, endow d a Free- School for it, 
and built a very handſome Library; which he 
likewiſe furniſh d with uſeful Books, for te 


Promotion and Advancement of good Lite- 
rature ; which is now ſettled upon ſo good a 
Foundation, as to Vie with moſt Acts of Mu- 
nificence for ſuch Ends, N 

As to his private Charities in the ſaid Pa- 
riſh of which he was a Paſtor, he took great 
Care to conceal them, tho' thoſe he was 
aſſiſtant to in that way of Preſervation were 
Numerous. In particular, at the Time of 
the hard Froſt, in the Year 1683, when his 
Disburſements for them amounted to more 
than 300 J Infomuch that he diſtributed 
more to the Poor and Needy at that Jun- 


ture, out of his own Stock, than aroſe from 


the Collection then made from the Arch- 
biſhop, and whole Pariſh of Lamberh. 

King Charles the Second died the Year 
following, and made Way for a more active 
and bigoted Prince to pave the Way to the 
Introduction of his Religion, which was that 


of Popery. This Dr. Tenniſon prudently 


foreſaw was that miſled Monarchs Intention, 
and did all that in him lay, by uſeful Sermons 
and admonitary Diſcourſes, to prepare his 
Audience againſt, which he did fo effectually, 
that not above two Perſons of Condition, of 
his whole Pariſh, Apoſtatiz'd from the Com- 


When 
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When, after the Doctor, for his Zeal for 
the Proteſtant Religion, in the Reign of 


I King James I. had born numberleſs Aftronts 
from the Papiſts, who were the prevailing 


Party in thoſe Days, after he had with an in- 
credible Perſeverance equally diſregarded the 
Threats and Allurements of the Court, to 
bring him over to His Majeſty's Intereit: In 
a Word, after he had foil'd Dr. Palton, the 
Principal of the Jeſuits, or Rector of them 
in the Savoy, at a fair and open Conference, 
he had the Conſolation and Satisfaction to 
ſee the Clouds that ſeem'd to gather into 
a Storm againſt the Eſtabliſh d Church, ful- 
ly diſſipated and broken by the late glorious 
Revolution, which ſettled the imperial Crown 
of Great-Britain, France, and Ireland, on the 
Heads of the Prince and Princeſs of Orange, 
who, for the Security and Advantage of thoſe 

Realms, were graciouſly pleas d to accept it. 
No ſooner had King Milliam and Queen 
Mary been inveſted with the Regal Dignity, 
but their Care for the Church, of which the 
latter of thoſe two Princes were a ſhining 
Ornament from her Education in it, made 
them look towards the Enlargement of the 
Pale of it; and the Reduction of our Prote- 
ſtant Brethren, the Diſſenters, into its Bo- 
ſome ; ſince it would by ſo much the more 
give Strength and Reputation to it, by how 
much the more it increas'd in the Number of 
its Proſelites; and it was but Reaſon that 
B thoſe 
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thoſe who ſtood in the Gap at the moſt cri- 
tical Conjuncture, for the Preſervation of 
our holy Religion, ſhould have a Share of 
the Advantages that might ariſe from being 
receiv d as Members and Profeſſors of it. 
Their Majeſties therefore excited thereunto, 
not only by their own natural Regard to the 
Glory and Honour of God's holy Apoſtical 


Faith, but by the Solicitations of ſeveral of 


the Eſtabliſh'd Clergy (among whom the 
Biſhop of London was chief) and the Addreſ- 
ſes of the Diſſenters themſelves, by the Mouth 
of Dr. Bates, who urg'd the Neceſſity of an 
Union between their Proteſtant Subjects in 
Matters of Religion, in order to prepare 
Matters to be conſider d by the Convocation; 
ifſued out this legal and reaſonable Com- 
miſſion, to the moſt eminent Biſhops and Di- 
vines, the Archbiſhop of Canterbury, and ſe- 
veral of his Suffragans having refus'd to ac- 
knowledge their Royal Titles. 
** Whereas the particular Forms of Divine 
* Worſhip, and the Rites and Ceremonies 
appointed to be uſed therein, are Things 
© in their own Nature indifferent and alte- 
* rable, and ſo acknowledg?d : It is but rea- 
* fonable, that upon weighty and important 
© Conſiderations, according to the various

* And whereas the Book of Canons is fit 
© tobe reviewd, and made more ſuitable to

* ftaſtical Courts and Juriſdictions, and par- 
* ticularly, there is not ſufficient Proviſion 
** made for the Removing of ſcandalous Mini- 
ers, and for the Reforming of Manners, 
* either in Miniſters or People: And where- 
* as it is molt fit, that there ſhould be a ſtrict 
© Method preſcrib'd for the Examination of 
ſuch Perſons as deſire to be admitted into 
Holy Orders, both as to their Learning 
and Manners. | 
We therefore out of our Princely Care, 
for the good Order, and Edification, and 
Unity of the Church of England, committed 
to our Charge and Care: And for the Be- 
conciling, as much as is poſſible, of all 
Differences among Our good Subjects, and 
to take away all Occaſions of the like for 
the future, have thought fit to Authorize 
and Impower you, Sc. and any Nine of 
you, Oc. whereof three to be Biſhops, 
to meet from Time to Time, as often as 
{hall be neediul ; and to prepare ſuch Al- 
terations of the Liturgy and Canons, and 

ſuch Propoſals for the Reformation of Ec- 
** clefraſtical Courts, and to conſider of ſuch 
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other Matters, as in your Judgments may 
conduce to the Ends abovemention'd “.

Theſe Commiſſioners often met, and drew 
up ſeveral Alterations to make Conformity the 
more eaſie and acceptable to all manner of 
conſcientious Perſons; but ſome that were 
named in the Commiſſion, did either not 
appear, or did ſoon defert their other Bre- 
thren, upon a high Notion, That either no 
Alterations ought to be made, or at leaſt that 
- this was not a ſeaſonable Time for the 
making of them, of which Number were 
Dr. Fane, and Dr. Alridge above-mention'd, 
with ſeveral others: But the better and 
much greater Majority, among whom was 
Dr. Tenniſon, applied themſelves to the Buſi- 
| neſs of Accommodation, with indefatigable 
Induſtry and true Prudence. That Point 
which created the greateſt Difficulty, was 
about the Admitting of Diſſenting- Miniſters 
to officiate in the Church, when duly recon- 
ciled to it. Some of the Commiſſloners were 
inclin'd not to inſiſt on the Re-ordination of | 
them, alledging, that they ought not to 
ſhew leſs Regard to the Vocation of Presby- 
terian Miniſters, than to that of Roman-Ca- | 
tholick Prieſts, whoſe Ordination was never 
queſtion'd upon their joining in Communion, 
with the Church of Exglaud. But notwith-

thoſe of the Church, who ſaw the Papiſts 
drawing in the Diſſenters to concurr with 
them in their Deſigns againſt the Church, 
applied to the then Prince of Orange, de- 
firing him to make uſe of his Intereſt in 
them for diverting them from that : And 
in thoſe Letters, which are yet extant, 
Aſſurances. were given, That the Church 


vas then in ſuch a Temper, ſo well con- 


vinced of former Errors, that if ever ſhe 
got out of that Diſtreſs, all thoſe Dif- 
terences would be certainly made up : 'And 
to make this Aſſurance more publick, the 
Archbiſhop and Biſhops, in that Petition, 
for which they were impriſon'd and try'd, 
declar'd, that they were ready to come to 
a Temper in thoſe Matters, both in Par- 
lament and Convocation. Upon this it 
was that the Prince of Orange promiſed 
in his Declaration, to uſe his Endeavours 
to heal all thoſe Diviſions. In Order to 
the Performance of this, He, by a ſpecial 
Commiſſion, appointed all thoſe Bilhop 0 
who owned his Authority, he being then 
ſet on the Throne, together with a great 
many of the Clergy, to draw out the 
Grounds upon which the Diſſenters had 
ſeparated from Us, and to offer Expedients, 
in order to the Hcaling our Breaches. 
We. had ꝙꝓeſore Us all the Books and Pa- 
pers that had at any Time offerd, ſetting 
forth their Demands ; together with 


* many 
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many Advices and Propoſitions which had 
been made at ſeveral Times, by moſt of 
the beſt and moſt learned of our Divines, 
of which the late moſt learned Biſhop of 
Worceſter (Dr. Stilling fleet) had a great 
Collection; fo we prepared a Scheme to 
be laid before the Convocation, but did not 
think that we our ſelves, much lefs that 
any other Perſon was any way limited, 
or bound to comply with what we re- 
ſolved to propoſe. On the contrary. we 
ſaid, if we ſaw better Reaſon, we would 
change our Minds : Yet this, which was 
only a Council created by the King to pre- 
pare Matters, was complain'd of, as an 
Impoſing on the Convocation, and as a Li- 
miting of it: And tho' a Royal Licenſe 
was ſent them, yet a previous Reſolution 
was taken, to admit of no Alterations ; 
when we ſaw that, we reſolv'd to be 
quiet, and leave that Matter to better 
Times: But the Enemies of the Civil Go- 
vernment began to work on the Jealouſies 
and Fears of many well-minded Men, 
and the Preſerving the Church, the Church, 
was given out as the Word, by thoſe who 
meant France or St. Germains by it; and 
under this fatal Deluſion, many are apt to 
be miſled to this Day. 

To return to the Year 1689, the Convo- 


cation met on Thurſday, November 2x, and 
began in an unhappy Ditterence about the 
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Choice of a Prolocutor : The Perſon de- 
ſign'd by the Biſhop of London, who was 
Preſident, by Reaſon of the Archbiſhop of 
Canterbury's Refuſal to act in that Station, 
and moſt of his Brethren of the Upper Houſe; 
and the ſober Part of the Clergy, was Dr. Til- 
lotſon, Dean of Canterbury, whom the King 
lad lately made Clerk of his Cloſet, and uſed 
to call the honeſteſt Man, and the beſt 
Friend that ever he had in his Life ; but it 
Was carried by a Majority of Votes, for 
Dr. Jane of Oxford, Dean of Glouceſter, who 


being preſented on the 25th to the Biſhop 


| of London as Preſident, for his Approbati- 
> on, made a Cuſtomary Speech in Latin; 


wherein he extoll'd the Excellency of the 
Church of England as eſtabliſn'd by Law, 
above all Chriſtian Communities; and im- 
ply d, that it wanted no Amendments, and 
then ended with the Application of the Bi- 
ſhop's own Motto, to the Standard of his 
Troop of Noblemen and Gentlemen, at the 
Entrance of the Revolution, by way of 
Triumph, Nolumus Leges Angliæ mutari. The 
good Prelate, to whom the haughty Prolo- 
cutor had been Chaplain, made alſo a Speech 
in the ſame Language, but with more Cha- 
rity and Candour ; and told the Clergy, 
they ought to endeavour a Temper in thoſe 
Things that are not eſſential in Religion, 
thereby to open the Door of Salvation, to a 
Multitude of ſtraying Chriſtians : That it 
5 [S muſt 
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muſt needs be their Duty, to ſhew the ſame 
re envy and Charity to the Diſſenters un- 
der King William, which ſome of the Bi- 
ſhops and c lergy had promiſed to them in 
their Addreſſes to King James, and conclu- 
ded with a Pathetical Exhortation to Una- 
nimity and Concord, 

Nor did the Cloſe of this Convection 
otherwiſe than anſwer what was expected 
from the Clathing at the Opening of it; for 
though the Men of Temper in the Inferiour 
Houle, labour'd in Conjunction with the 
Prelates of the ſame Candid Diſpoſitions in 
the Upper, to bring their Majeſties Pious 
and Healing Intentions to bear, tho' both 
Houſes jointly addreſs d the King with Pro- 
mites of Obedience to, and Compliance with 
his Royal injunctions, ſuch was the Spirit of 

a pretended Zeal for the Church, and the 
Chimerica) tear of Dangers that would ariſe 
from this deſirable Union, that in ſpight of 
all the Endeavours of Dr. Tenniſon, Fowler, 
Kidder, &c. to make them drop their too 
violent Animoſities to their Chriſtian Bre- 
chren, that the Clergy of the Lower Rank, 
choſe rather to reprelent to the Lords, the 
131hops, That there were ſeveral Books of 
: very dangerous Conicquence to the Chri- 
* ſtian Religion, and the Church of E:cland, 
which thcy named, and therefore defired 
their Lordihips Advice in what W ay, and 
how tar ſaſcly, without incurring the Pe- 
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* nalty of Stat. 25. Hen. VIII. the Convo- 
cation might proceed, in the preventing the 
* publiſhing the like ſcandalous Books for 
* the future; and inflicting the Cenſure of 
* the Church, according to the Canons pro- 
* vided in that Behalf, upon the Authors of 
* them *. Whereupon the Preſident, and his 
Brethren, having ſeen the Diſpoſition of 
thoſe ery Zcalots, found it was to no pur- 
poſe to communicate any Propoſals ; and 
therefore the Convocation was prorogued to 
January 24, and ſoon after, with the Parlia- 

ment, Prorogued and Diſſolved. 
vet notwithſtanding the Succeſs of this 
Great Man's (Dr. Teaniſon's) Labours, was 
not anſwerable to the Hopes he had concei- 
ved of them, their Majeſties took Occaſion 
from thence to have a particular Efteem 
for him, which they always, more particu- 
larly, the Queen took Occaſion of Expreſ- 
ſing; that Great Princeſs being often heard 
to wilh for an Opportunity to reward him 
for his Zeal,, for Hers and the King's Ser- 
vice. Nor did her Majeſty long ſtand in 
need of one, for ſoon after the filling up 
the Sees of the depriv'd Biſhops, Dr. Sau- 
croft, Archbiſhop of Canterbury, &c. by Dr. 
Tillotſon, &c. His Majeſty, upon the Queen's 
Recommendation, was plcasd to nominate 
this Worthy Vicar of St. Martins in the 
Fields, to the Biſhoprick of Lincoln, in the 
Room ci Dr. Barlow deceas d, being recom- 
1 | mended, Y 
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mended, ſays a late Author, to their Maje- 
ſties Favour and Eſteem, by his Exemplary 
Piety, and his great Moderation towards Diſ- 
ſenters, whom their Majeſties ſtill endeavour d 
by all gentle (which indeed are the moſt effe- 
ual) Methods, to bring over to the National 
Church. h 

A certain great Man about the Queen, 
no leſs than the late Earl of Jerſey, then 
Maſter of her Horſe, did what in him lay to 
prejudice the Doctor in her Majeſties Opi- 
nion, out of Deſign to gain her Intereſt for 
a Friend of his own (Dr. Scot by Name, 
Rector of St. Giles's in the Fields) upon the 
before-mention'd Vacancy, and repreſented 
to her Majeſty, who was ſpeaking in Terms 
ot Reſpect about Dr. 7exniſon, that he had 
ſome Weeks before deliver'd a notable Fu- 
neral Sermon, in praiſe of Mrs. Eleanor Gwyn, 
one of King Charles the Seconds late Con- 
cubines. What then, faid the Queen, in a 
Sort of Diſcompoſure, which ſhe was the leaſt 
ſubject to, of any Lady breathing I have 
heard as much. This is a Sign that that poor 
unfortunate Woman died Penitent ; for if I can 
read a Man's Heart through his Looks, had 
not ſhe made a truly Pious and Chriſtian End, 
the Doctor could never have been induc d to 
ſpeak well of ber. | 

Having been Conſecrated, and put into 
Poſſeſſion of the See of Lincoln, this truly 
Primitive Biſnop began to make a narrow 


In- 
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laſpection into the Abuſes that had been 
left unredreſsd by his Predeceſſor, and to 
2? ſeek out for the ſame Opportunities of diſ- 
2 penſing his Charity there, as he had laid 
* hold on in his Pariſh, which he before had the 
Care of, He had not ſought the Office of a 
Biſhop, but knowing that it was a good Of- 
* fice, did what in him lay to diſcharge the 
Truſt that was repoſed in him, as a Shep- 
herd belonging to a large and extenſive 
Sheepfold. Acts of Juſtice, Beneficence, and 
Mercy, had always been the Exerciſes of his 
Life, while in an inferiour Station. But 
now he was advanc'd to one of the firſt 
Dignities of the Church, and was made one 
of the Apoſtles Succeſlors ; now he was ap- 
pointed one of the chief Overſeers of Chriſt's 
Holy Catholick Flock, and was inveſted

The firſt diſtinguiſhing Duty, after his 
Grace's Acceptance of this High Dignity, and 
his waiting upon the Queen, who was ta- 
ken ill of the Small-Pox on the 21ſt of De- 
cember, and died the 28th of the ſame 
Month, was to renew the good Underſtand- 
ing that had been for ſome time interrupted, 
between the Deceas'd Queen, and her Roy- 


al Highneſs the Princeſs of Denmark; on 


Account of the latter's Unwillingneſs to 
depend upon the King's Generoſity for a ſuit- 
able Revenue, and her Application to Par- 
liament for the ſame. This much injured 
Lady, had indeed, through the Artifices of 
{ome that were no Friends to her Succeſſion 
at Court, been miſrepreſented in ſuch a man- 
ner to their Majeſties, as to excuſe the Re- 
moval of her Guards with other Enſigus of 
State, which are the wonted Attendants of 
Princes of the Blood Royal; yet next to the 
King himſelf,the Death of the Queen was mpſt 
affectionately lamented by this her Royal 
Siſter; who at this ſad Conjuncture, was wil- 
ling to forget the Reaſons that had oblig'd 
her to leave the Court, and to live in an ob- 
{cure Retirement, more like a Private Per- 
{on in diſgrace, than like the next Heir to 
the Crown. 

Under the deepeſt Impreſſions of Grief, 
ſhe wrote a moſt kind and dutiful Letter to

Facobites could do; you have ſaid, more than once, 
That it was all an Unrighteous Thing ; Why did you nor | 
then deal ſincerely with this Dying Princeſs, and tell 
her ſo, when you muſt needs be ſenſible, that ſteering | 


Her Conſcience wrong, you ſhip-wreck'd your own. 


If then Sir you conſider, The happy Opportunities you | 
have loſt, the Signal Encouragements you have neglected, | 
and the Tremendous Hazard to which you have expos'd | 
the precious Soul, of this Illuſtrious Princeſs by your 


Unfairhfulneſs ; If yon lay ro Heart how much you 


have acted againſt your own Knowledge and Convicti- 
ons, what ill Example you have given to the Clergy, |: 


whar Scandal to all good Men, what Wounds to our 
moſt Holy Religion, and what Occafions to the Ene- 
my to Blaſpheme, what have you to do, but to teſtiſie 
your Repentance, before God and tbe World, and to 


mourn in Sackcloth and Aſhes, all the Remainder of N 


your Days? 


What was it Sir, that mov'd you to act thus notori- | 


ouſly againſt your own Conſcience 2 Was it the Fear you 
ad, of loſing the Favour of the Court, which made 
voa rather venture the Indignation of Heaven? Even that 
Fear was vain, for ir had been no Offence againſt the 
Government, to have perſwaded a dying Daughter, to 
have beſtowed one Compaſſionate Prayer on her afflict- 
ed Father, had he been never ſo Unnatural, though the 
Calc was here quite contrary, for He was one of the 
tendereſt Fathers in the World. 

Beſides, her Illuſtrious Conſort, who manifeſted ſo 
very great and worthy a Paſſion for her, would, I dare 

la,, have had nothing omitted, which might have been 
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thought conducible ro her Eternal Happineſs; and a 
Conſciencious Faithful Confeſſor, eſpecially on the 
Death- bed, is one of a Thouſand, who Will always be 
deſired and valued, and rever'd. Believe me Sir, you 
have given the World Reaſon to conclude, that your 
own Conſcience miſgave you, being ſenſible, that in 
retroving her, you muſt have reproach'd your ſelf. 

You lay, She was ſo Fudicious and Devout a Saint, the 
degenerate Church of Rome can by no means ſhew us, p. g. 
but ſurely it had been Prudence in you, to have wav'd 
that Compariſon ; for ſhould you chance hereafrer, to 
blame that Church for Canonizing Thomas a Becket, for 
which the really is blame-worthy, 'tis obvious for her, 
to make this appropriate Reply to you, that tis as juſti- 
fiable in her 20 Saint ſuch a Subject, as for you, to Saint 
ſuch a Daughter. 

You tell us, ſhe was one whom I am well aſſured hid all 
the Duty in the World, for other Relations, which after 
Long, and Laborious Conſideration, ſhe judg'd conſiſtent, 
with her Obligations to God, and to her Country, p. 15. 

The Conſideration then which ſhe uſed, to reconcile 
her Judgment to the Revolution, was it ſeems, Long and 


Laborious, notwithſtanding the Aſſiſtance of her new 


Caſuiſts, it being no eaſie matter, to overcome the con- 
trary Remonſtrances of Nature, and of her own Con- 
ſcience, and to unlearn thoſe Evangelical Maxims, which 
were carefully taught her, by the Faithful Guides of 
her Louth, others might begin ro inſtill oppoſite Princi- 
ples into her, others might Confirm her, but the finith- 
ing Strokes were reſerved for you. 

Bur what do you mean Sir, by other Relations > We 
may gueſs that you mean her Royal Father, Mother=in- 
Law, and Brother, but you are ar liberty ro ſay, you 
mean any other Relations if you pleaſe, you give us am- 
biguous and general Words only, when you ſhould have 
given us, moſt exprels and particular. 

All the Duty in the World is a comprehenſive Term, 


but wherein Sir, did any part of that Duty appear & 


Why are you not ſo jult to her, and to your felt, as to 
give us ſome of thoſe Compaſſionate, aud melting Ex- 
| preſſions 
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N of Filial Duty, which flow'd from her on that 


ubject? Why do you not produce ſome Inſtances of 
ber Mildneſs and Mercifulneſi to her Enemies, p. 16. and 
whom you knew he treated as ſuch, though their Crime 
was, their being her Father's Friends; they would have 
been much for her Honour, would have given great 
ſatisfaction to all good People, would have convinc'd © 
the World, that the manner of her Death had been in all 


reſpects truly Chriſtian, p. 23, would have been much 


for your own Reputation, and much for the Credit of 
the Revolution, in Which you are as great a Zealot, as a 


Gainer. 


If you were ſo well aſſur d of al that Duty, what dread- N 


ful Negligence were you guilty of, in not putting her 
in mind of it on her Death-bed ? Methinks Sir, you are 
not juſt to her, when you give us Inſtances of her Cha- 
74ty, to ſeveral ſorts of indigent People, and to Strangers, 


which all the World knew, and give us no Inftances of : 
even her Natural Affection, to her own Royal Father, 


ef which all the World doubted ; when, had you ſuggeſt- 
ed that Duty to her, as you ought to have done, ſhe 
would have ſhew'd her ſelf a render-hearted Daughter; 


and would have been extreamly afflicted, for having 5 


been inſtrumental to her Father's Calamity. 

It is far from my Intentions here to diſpute the Law- 
Fulneſs of tbe Revolution; yer I may ſay, that I never 
met with any ſo Bigorred to it, who would undertake 
to juſtifie all rhe Part, which ſhe, as a Daughter, had in it, 
and I am perſwaded that it would mightily puzzle you, 
to tell us in particular, what thoſe Obligations were, which 
ſhe bad to God, and to her Country, which were inconſi- 
tent with her Filial Duty. 

You complain, p. 17. Great is our loſs of a moſt Pious 
Queen, in an Atheiſtical, and Prophane Age, in which 
the Seeds of Impiety, which have been ſowing for ſome Tears, 
have ſprung up in greater plenty than ever ; bur Sir, did 
not your Heart {mice you, when you uttered this Com- 
plaiar ? For I would tain know whether any Thing has

Before I rake my leave, I cannot bur remark thar 
ſpiceful Reflection, you beſtow'd on the poor Sufferers, 
which you thus expreſs; And Domeſtick Diſcontents 
reigning in thoſe, whoſe Reſentments, are ſtronger than 
their Reaſon, p. 18. 

The Perſons whom you thus Characteriſe will tell 
you, that tis much eaſier, for you, to revile their Rea- 
fon, than to Anſwer them, of which you are ſo very A 
ſenſible, that no one labours more induſtriouſliy than 
your ſelf, to debarr them the Liber:y of the Preſs.

| If then, he, when a Prince, was ſo Conſciencious in obſery= 
ing his Oath to the States, can he have an ill Opinion of 
Prieſts, and of Biſhops, who are alike Conſciencious in 
obſerving their Oaths? Tis improbable he ſhould, un- 
leſs he has ſuch Confeſſors as your ſelf, to exaſperate him 
againſt them; but from ſuch Confeſſors, I beleech God 
to deliver him. | 

God of his Great Mercy grant, that what I have writ» 
ten, may awaken you out of your Siumber, and conduce 
to your Repentance, the only Preſervative againſt all

Having obtaind ſuch Conceſſions from 
the Throne, for the better Regulation and 
Government of the Church of Chriſt com- 
mitted to his Care, and iſſued out Orders 
to the Biſhops and Clergy of his Province 
to be ſtrict Obſervers of the foregoing In- 
junctions, after he had ſeen the Free- School

and Library he had erected for the Uſe of 
the Pariſh of St. Martins to his own Charge, 
at a great Expence, of which more in his 
laſt Will and Teſtament, inn flouriſhing 
Condition, his Majeſty did him the Honour, 
on the ſame Day as he Prorogued the Parlia- 
ment, to nominate him the Firſt of the 
Lords Juſtices of England, for the Admini- 
ſtration of the Government, during his Ab- 
ſence in Holland and Flanders, where his 
Royal Preſence was neceſſary to defeat the 
Deſigns of the Common Enemy. 

Yet tho' the Care of the State might in 
ſome Meaſure, with Juſtice, have excus'd 
him in ſlackening his ſolicitous Regards for 
the Honour and Advantage of the Church, 
which lay chiefly at Heart ; wherefore, after 


the King's Return from making a very- 


proſperous Campaign, from taking the 


ſtrong Fortreſs of Namure in the Sight of 


1c0009 of the Enemy, his Grace made Ap- 
plication to his Majeſty, ſince his own Au- 
thority was not ſufficient, to put a Stop to 


the Enemies of God and the frue Religion, 


by another Royal Mandate full as uſeful as 
the Former. | 


For in the State of Religion, the Peſti- 


lent Sect of the Socinians, by the Counte- 
nance of the Act of Toleration, and the 
looſe Sentiments of ſome of our Divines, 
had gotten conſiderable Ground in England 


ſince the Revolution; and being favour'd 
"by 
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by the Licentiouſneſs of the Preſs; they 


publiſh'd many of their Pamphlets, enough 


to provoke any Chriſtian Government. Io 
check their Infolence, the worthy Dean of 
St. Paul's, and Maſter of the Temple, Dr. 
Sherlock, undertook the Vindication of the 
Orthodox Doctrine concerning the Trinity; 
but becauſe Myſteries of Faith, being above 
Reaſon, are not to be explained by Reaſon, 
elſe they would ceaſe to be My/terzes ; it 
fard with the Doctor, that whilſt he en- 
deavour d to prove Three diſtin Perſons, he 
was charg'd with proving Three diſt ind Gods; 
having aſſerted that there were in the God- 
head, Three Minds, Three Beings, and Three 
Intelligences, This new Explication giving 


the Unitarians Occaſion to triumph, Dr. 


South, one of the Prebends of Weſtminſter, 
and a Divine of great Parts, but very pe- 
tulant, undertook to confute Dr. Sherlock's 
new Way of Vindicating the Trinity. His 
Antagoniſt was not filent, but by way of 
Recrimination, attempted to prove that Dr. 
South's Doctrine ſavour'd of Sabe/lianiſm. 
The Quarrel grew hot, the two Doctors 
were learned and witty in their ſeveral An- 
ſwers and Replies, and ſome of their Se- 
conds began ro come in on each Side. On 
the Feaſt of St. Simon and Jude, the ſame 
Year, 1695, at Oxford, a Fellow of Uni- 
verſity· College, one Mr. Bingham, in a pubs 


liek Sermon before that learned Body, fell

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in with the Notions of Dr. Sherlock, and 
aſſerted, That here were Three infinite di- 
ſtinet Minds and Sulſtances in the Trinity; 
and alſo that the Three Perſons in the Trint- 
ty were Three diſtint Minds or Spirits, and 
Three individual Subſtances, The Friends of 
Dr. South made a Complaint of theſe Words, 
| and procured them to be cenſur'd by a ſo- 
| lemn Decree in Convocation, wherein they 
Judg'd, Declard, and Determin d, the afore- 
Jaid Words, lately deliver d in the ſaid Ser- 

mon, to be Falſe, Impious, and Heretical ; 
diſagreeing with, and contrary to, the Doflrine 
of the Catholick Church, and eſpecially to the 
Doctrine of the Church of England publickly 
receiv d. This folemn Decree was ſo far 
from Compoſing the Differences, that it 
ſerv'd rather to irritate the Parties, and to 
let the Socinians make their Advantage of

© verend Fathers in God, we greet 
you well ; whereas we are given to un- 
derſtand, that there have been of late 
ſome Differences among the Clergy of 
this our Realm, about their Ways of Ex- 
preſſing themſelves in their Sermons and 
Writings, concerning the Doctrine of the 
Bleſſed Trinity, which may be of dan- 
gerous Conſequence, if not timely pre- 
vented : We therefore, out of our Prince- 
ly Care and Zeal for the Preſervation of 
the Peace and Unity of the Church, to- 
gether with the Purity of the Chriſtian 

* Faith, have thought fit to ſend you the 

following Directions, which we ſtraightly 
* Charge and Command you to publiſh, 
aud to ſee that they be obſerved within 
your ſeveral Dioceſes. 
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I. That no Preacher whatſoever in his 
Sermon or Lecture, do preſume to deliver 
any other Doctrine concerning the Bleſſed 
Trinity, than what is contained in the 
* Holy Scriptures, and is agreeable to the 
* Three Creeds, and the Thirty-Nine Ar- 
* ticles of Religion. 

II. That in the Explixation of this Do- 
* Arine, they carefully avoid all new Terms, 
and confine themſelves to ſuch ways of 
G2 Ex- 
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Explication, as have been commonly uſed 
in the Church. 


III. That Care be taken in this Matter, 


eſpecially to obſerve the 53d Canon of 
this Church, which forbids publick Op- 
poſition between Preachers; and that 
As all Things they abſtain from bitter 
Invectives, and ſcurrilous Language againſt 
all Perſons whatſoever. 
© IV. That the foregoing Directions be 
allo obſerv'd by thoſe, who write any 


* Thing concerning the fajd Doctrine. 


* And whereas we alſo underſtand, that 
divers who are not of the Clergy, have 
of late, preſumed, not only to talk and 
diſpute againſt the Chriſtian Faith, con- 
ccrning the Doctrine of the Bleſſed Trini- 
ty; but alſo to write and publiſh Books and 
Pamphlets againſt the ſame, and induſtri- 


ouſly ſpread them through the Kingdom, 


contrary to our known Laws Eſtabliſh'd in 
this Realm: We do therefore ſtrictly charge 
and command you, together with ail other 
Means fuitable to your Holy Profeſſion, 
to make uſe of your Authority, accord- 
ing to Law, for the Reprethiing and Re- 
{training of all ſuch Exorbitant Practices. 
And for your Aſſiſtance, we will give 
Charge to our Judges, and all other our 
Civil Officers, ro do their Duty herein, in 


exccuting the Laws againit all ſuch Per- 
' fons, as mall by theſe Means give Occaſi- 
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© on of Scandal, L ſcord, and Diſturbance in 
our Church ani Kingdom. 
Given at our Courr at Kenſington, &c. 


His Grace had before this Second Grant 
from the King, iſſued out his own Circular 
Letter to all the Suffragan Biſhops of his 


Province, dated July 16. 1665. to recom- 


mend ſuch Rules and Orders in purſuance of 
the Firſt, as (if well obſerved) would 
mightily tend to the Peace and Honour 


of the Eſtabliſh'd Church. The Letter ran 
thus.

by the Arch-deacon, and ſuch other Cler- 
gy- men as afliſied at the Ordination, con- 
taining the Names, and Sir- names of all 
the Perſons then Ordained; the Place of 


their Birth, their Age, and College where 


they were educated, with the Degree they 
have taken in the Univerſity; the Title 
upon which they were Ordained, and up- 
on whole Letters Demiſlory , if they came 
out of another Dioceſe : And to ſubjoin a 
particular Account of all ſuch as then of- 
fer'd themſelves to Ordination, and were 
refuſed; as alſo of the Reaſons for which 
they were refuſed. All which I undertake, 
and promiſe to cauſe to be enter'd into a 
Ledger Book for that Purpoſe. By this Means 
counterfeit Orders may be detected, Men 
who come up for Preferment may be the bet- 

ter 
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ter underſtood and diftinguiſhed ; and ſuch 
who have had the Misfortune either to loſe 
their Orders, or to want them here, upon 
any emergent Occaſion, may be in ſome 
Meaſure helped: 
And that the King may be the better 
enabled to give you his further Aſſiſtance, 
in theſe and other Affairs of the Church, 
you are defired and required to comply 
with his Majeſty's Command to me ſigni- 
fied; in giving me an Account of what 
has been done in your Dioceſe, in Purſuance 
of his In junctions, when you come next 
to Parliament; as alſo of the preſent State 
of it in as particular a Manner as you well 
can; that ſuch Accounts may be laid be- 
fore him, in order to the ſupplying of what 
is wanting, and rectifying of what is amiſs. 
Not doubting of your Lordſhip's Care and 
Zeal in theſe weighty Matters, I recom- 
mend you and all your Affairs to the Bleſ- 
ſing of God, and remain 
Tour very loving Friend and Brother, 
Tho. Cantuar. 


As the Year 1695 ended with the Diſco- 


very of a Plot to aſſaſſinate his Majeſty, 
wherein one Charnock, formerly one of the 
Fellows of Magdalen- College, Oxon, that turn- 
ed Papiſt in King James the Second's Reign, 
King, Keys, Sir John Friend, Sir William Per- 
kins, &c. ſo at the Execution of the Two 
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laſt, for that horrid Crime, three Non-ju- 
ring Clergymen, viz. Mr. Collier, Mr. Snat, 
and Mr. Cook, took upon them very pre- 
ſumptuouſly, when they died, glorying in 
their Crimes, to give them Abſolution ac- 
cording to the Form of the Church, by Im- 
poſition of Hands, Sc. At which the Court, 
and indeed the Body of the Nation, were 


very much offended, as ſeeming to juſtiſy 


the Conſpiracy, and to recommend the 
Traitors 3 a Practice more becoming the 
Church of Rome, where many ſuch Aſſaſſines 
have been reputed Saints. Hereupon Four- 
teen of the Arch-biſhops and Biſhops, who 


were all of that Order, that were then in 


Town, met together at Lambeth-Houſe, and 
publiſhed a Declaration; wherein they cenſu- 
red the Performance of this Office of the Church, 
without a previous Confeſſion made, and Ab- 
Lorrence expreſs d by the Priſoners, of the hei- 
ous Crime for which they died; as extremely 
inſolent, and without Precedent in the Manner, 
aud altogether irregular in the Thing it ſelf ; 
zt being a Manifeſt Tranſgreſſion of the Church's 
Order, and prophane Abuſe of the Authority of 
Chriſt ; fiace Mr. Collier, Mr. Snat, ard Mr. 
Cook muſt look on the Perſons abſolved as Im- 
peniteuts, or as Martyrs : In purſuance of 
this, the Court of Aing- Bexch gave Orders 
tor an Indictment againſt them, on the 7th 
of April following 1696 ; and Mr. Cook, and 
Mr. Snat were committed to Newgate, Ke 

| ul- 
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ſuſpicion of High- Treaſon, and Treaſonable - 
Practices; but ivch was the Lenity of the 
Government, and his Grace of Canterbury's 
Moderation in intercet ing for the Delin— 
quents, that no manner of Puniſhment was 
inflicted on them, and Mr. Collier was not 
ſo much as called in Queſtiou, on Account of 
his great Endowments and Parts, for 
juſtifying his Practice in ſeveral Printed 
Papers. ; 

But though his Grace was always ready 
to interpoſe his good Offices in behalf of 
ſuch Biſhops, who through Miſtake, or want 
of due Regard to the Diſcharge of their re- 
ſpective Function; yet he was ever inexora- 
ble to ſpeak in behalf of ſuch as were known: 
to be obſtinate Offenders: As was Sir John 
Fenwick ſometime after taken and attainted 
of High-Treaſon, by Reaſon, that the pro- 
per Evidence had been ſpirited away by him 
into Frauce. This unfortunate and miſled 
Gentleman, had not only-refuled due Sub- 
miſlion to the Government, but was its de- 
clared Enemy by Profeſſion: He had not 
only taken ſeveral Opportunities of affront- 
ing the late Queen Mary in Places of publick 
Reſort, but had perſiſted in repeated Info- 
lencies and Riots, in diſturbance of the Reign 
of her ſurviving Conſort ; therefore when 
Mr. Robert Nelſon, agood and holy Man, now 
with God, who was the Arch-biſhop's par- 
ficulax Friend, came to pay him a Viſit, in 
8 or- 
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order to obtain his Grace's Vote againſt the 
Bill of Attainder, he had in Anſwer to his 
Requeſt ; my very good Friend, give me leave 


to tell you, that 'you know not what Spirit 


" this Man nor I am of; I wiſh for his nor 0 


Man's Blood, but how can I do my Duty to 


God and my King, ſhould I declare a Man in- 
nocent; for my not being of the Side of the Bill, 
will convince the World, that I think him ſo; 
when I am ſatisfy d in my Conſcience, not only 
from Goodmans's Evidence, but all the con- 
vinc ing Teſtimonies in the World that he is 
guilty, Laws ex poſt facto may indeed carry 


the Face of Rigour with them, but if ever a 


Law was neceſſary, this is. 

Not that he bore any Antipathy to the 
Perſon of the Offender, but the Offence : 
For he was ſo far from encouraging, or ma- 
king any Intereſt with other Biſhops to Vote 
with him, that he ſeemed diſpleaſed with 
one of his Suffragan's too haſty officiouſneſs 
in doing ſo. It happened, that untimely, 
'at the Death of Dr. Robert Grove, Lord Bi- 
ſhop of Chicheſter, this Trial was upon the 


Anvil in Parliament, to fill up which Vacan-, 


cy, and make Amends for that great Loſs 
to the Church, by a worthy Succeſſor, 
Arch · biſhop Tenniſon, recommended Dr. John 
Milliams, Rector of St. Mildred's Poultry, 
London, to his Majeſty, for that See, who 
was a ſound Divine, a general Scholar, and 

a Man 
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23 Man of ſingular Probity and Humility; 
but this good Man, it ſeems, was not with 
out his Imperfections, and his over winning 
Deſires to pleaſe the Court. Therefore 
having heard that the aforeſaid Bill would 
meet with many Obſtructions in its Paſ- 
ſage through the Houſe of Peers, though 
it had gone ſmoothly through that of the 
Houſe of Commons; had no. ſooner been 
conſecrated the Day before its reading the 
Third Time, but made all the haſte he could 
to Robe himſelf in the Biſhops Chamber, to - 
be preſent at it. His Grace of Canterbury 
was then there, and obſerving the haſte that 
was made to put him ig order, cry'd, Bro- 
ther, Brother, you ll over heat your ſelf, what's 
the Reaſon of all this Pother> Nothing, may 
it pleaſe your Grace, reply'd the Suffragan, 
but I was fearful, leaſt the Bill againſt Sir John 
Fenwick /hould be read before I could take my 
Place in the Houſe. Pye, my Lord, ſaid the ho- 
neſt Metropolitan, you might have ſpared your 
ſelf that Labour, fince you had not an oppor- 
tunity of hearing the Merits of the Cauſe at 
the firſt and Second Reading; but ſince, as I 
percerve, you are come to give your Vote, pray 
Brother, come in along with me, that you may 
hear it once read before you do it. A Sort 
of a Rebuke, that was no ſmall Mortificati- 
on to the new Biſhop, who notwithſtand- 
ing, continued to the Day of his Death, to 


be poſſeſſed of his Graces moſt intimate 
Friend{hip. | Ha- 
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Having been appointed at his Majeſty's 
going to the Low-Countries, to make the 
Campaign there, in the Year 1696, one of 
the Lords Juſtices of England, in Conjun- 
ction with the Lord Keeper Somers, the Earl of 
Pembroke, the Dukes of Devonſhire and 
Shrewsbury, the Earl of Dorſet, and Lord 
Godolphiu, his Grace had the ſame Honour 
again conferr'd on him, the three following 
| Years (two whereof were after the Conclu- 
ſion of the Peace at Riſwict) on his Maje- 
ſty's Voyage beyond the Seas, on his own 


and the Publick Affairs. And as to the 


State of Religion, the King, at the opening 
of the Seſſion of Parliament, in the laſt of 


thoſe Vears i699, had juſtly imputed, by the 


Arch-biſhop's Advice, the growing Burthen 
of the Poor, to the Depravation of Manners, 
occaſioned by their looſe and idle Life; and 


had deſired them to conſider, whether the 


Ground of this Evil was from Defects in 
the Laws already made, or in the Execution 
of them; promiſing himſelf to countenance 
Virtue, and diſcourage Vice. Upon which 
it was reſolv'd on, November 28, that an 
humble Addreſs ſhould be made to his Ma- 
jeſty, that he would be pleaſed to iſſue out his 
Proclamation, for the ſuppreſſing of all Vice 
and Immorality, and for putting the Laws in 
execution, relating thereto. Upon this, his 
Majelty cauſed his Royal Proclamation to 


be publiſhed, and his Grace, who was a 
Fr | ſteady 
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ſteady Promoter of Peace and Piety, ſent 
out the following Circular Letter to the Bi- 
ſhops of his Province, to be communicated 


to their Clergy. 


Reverend Brother, 


Y Writing to you, and the reſt of 
* your Brethren at this Time, 1s 
occaſioned by a ſenſible growth of Vice and 
Prophaneneis in the Nation; which to the 
great Affliction of all good Men, appears not 
only in the Corrupt Practices of particular 
Perſons, but alſo in the Endeavours that 
are uſed to ſubvert the general Principles 
of our Holy Religion. And this with a 
Boldneſs, and Openeſs far beyond the 
Examples of paſt Times; ſo that if a ſpeedy 
Stop be not put to ſuch National Provo- 
cations, we have juſt Cauſe to fear they 
may bring down the heavieſt Judgments 
of God upon us. The preventing where- , 
of belongs more immediately to us, who are 
Miniſters of Chriſt, and as ſuch are obli- 
ged to the utmolt Care and Watchfulneſs 
in oppoſing theſe Inſtruments of Satau. 

* I doubt not but many of the Parochial 
Clergy are ſufficiently ſenſible, both of 
their own Duty, and the Danger we are 
in. In the Cities of London and Weſtmin- 
ter, and other Places, I am ſure the good 
Effects of their Diligence, have been very 
© evident of late Years; but in ſome Parts that 
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are more remote, all of them may not ſo 
well underſtand, either the Arts, or the 
Induſtry of theſe Enemies of Religion. 
And therefore, I thought it a Duty incum- 
bent upon the Station wherein Providence 
has placed me, to deſire of you, and the 
reſt of our Brethren, a diligence Propor- 
tionable to the Danger; and to ſuggeſt 
to them ſuch Methods as are moſt likel 

to work a General Reformation. 

* With this Requeſt I ſend you ſuch Par- 
ticulars, as, in my Opinion, are very 
neceſlary to be preſs d upon your Clergy, 


for the attaining ſo deſirable an End, 


AS, 
I. That in their own Lives, and the 
Government of their own Families, they 
would make themſelves ' Examples of a 
ſober and regular Converſation. It is the 
Apoſtles Reaſoning : If a Man know not 
how to rule his own [Touſe, (and much 
more his own Life and Actions) how ſhall he 
take care of the Church of God » The true 
Method of working a Retormation Abread, 
is to lay the Foundation at Home, which 
alone can give our Reproofs a juſt Weight 
and Authority; but till that is done, no 
Exbortations, whether in Publick or Pri- 
vate, can either be ofter'd with Decency, 
or receivd with Reverence. _ 
II. To Piety they ſhould add Prudence 
in al! their Actions and Behaviour, which 
even 
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57 
even in private Chriſtians is a great Orna- 
ment to Religion; but in publick Teachers, 
is a molt neceſſary Qualification for the 
due Diſcharge of their Miniſtry. A Mild- 
neſs of Temper, with a Gravity and 
Calmneſs in their Converſation, will not 
fail to gain them a general Love and 
Eſteem among their Neighbours ; and 
diſcreet Caution in their Words and 
Actions, will preſerve them from thoſe 
little Imprudences that are ſometimes 10 
ſenſible an Obſtruction to the good En- 
deavours of well-meaning Men. Perſons 
in Holy Orders are not only bound in the 
Conduct of their Lives, to conſider what 
is lawful or unlawful in it ſelf, but allo 
what is decent or indecent i» them, with 
Reſpect to their Character and Function; 
Abſtaining from all Appearance of Evil, and 
giving no Offence in any Thing, that the Mi- 
niſtry be not blamed. | | 

III. While our Enemies are ſo very in- 
duſtrious in ſeeking out Objections againſt 
the Chriſtian Religion, it becomes rhe 
Clergy ( who are ſet apart for the Vindi- 
cation of it) to be no leſs diligent in their 
Preparations for its Defence ; by acquaint- 
ing themſelves throughly with the ratio- 
nal Grounds of Chriſtianity, and the true 
State of ſuch Points as are the Subjects of 
our preſent Controverſies ; together with 
the Objections which are uſually made by 
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our Adverſaries of all Sorts, and the 
eflectual Anſwers that have been return d 
to them by ſo many eminent Writers of 
our own Church; that ſo they may be 
ready upon all Occaſions, to do juſtice 
and Honour to our Religion, and be able 
to expoſe the Folly and Ignorance of theſe 
Gain ſaying Men. The Cauſe which God 
has put into our Hands is undoubtedly 
good; but the beſt Cauſe may ſuffer by 
the Weakneſs of its Advocate: And when 
this happens in the Matters of Religion, 
it gives the Adverſary an Occaſion of 
Triumph, and is apt to ſtagger the Faith 
even of ſincere and unprejudiced Chri- 
ſtians. 

* IV. It were to be wiſh'd that the Cler- 
gy of every Neighbourhood would agree 


upon frequent Meetings, to conſult for 


the Good of Religion in general, and to 
adviſe with one another about any Diffi- 
cultics that may happen in their particular 
Cures; by what Methods any evil Cu- 
ſtom may moit eaſily be broken; how a 
Sinner may be moſt reclaim'd ; and (in ge- 
neral ) how each of them in their "46... 
Circumſtances may contribute moſt to the 
Advancement bf Religion: Such Conſul- 
tations as theſe, beſides the mutual Bene- 
fit of Advice and Inſtruction, will be a 

natural Means to excite the Zeal of fone. 
to reduce the Earnelinels of others to a 
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( 69) 
© due Temper, and to provoke all to a re- 
* ligious Emulation in the Improvement of 
* Piety. and Order within their reſpective 
* Pariſhes: And theſe Meetings might till 
be a great Advantage to the Clergy, in 
carrying on the Reformation of Mens Lives 
and Manners, by inviting the Church. War- 
dens of their ſeveral Pariſhes, and other 
pious Perſons among the Laity, to join 
with them in the Execution of the moſt 
probable Methods that can be ſuggeſted 
for thoſe good Ends. And we may very 
reaſonably expect the happy Effects of 
ſuch a Concurrence, from 4 viſible Suc- 
ceſs of that noble Zeal wherewith ſo 
many about the great C:rzes in my Neigh- 
bourhood do promote true Piety, and a 
Reformation of Manners ; and therefore 1 
deſire you, that you will particularly ex- 
cite your Clergy to the procuring ſuch 
Aſſiſtances as theſe, for the more eſlectual 
Diſcharge of their own Duty. 

V. It would very much further and 
facilitate all their Endeavours of this kind, 
to gain over the Perſons who have the 
greateſt Eſteem and Authority in their 
Pariſhes, to a hearty Concern for the 
Honour of Cod and Religion; ſrequent- 
ly ſuggeſting to them the Obligation that 
| God has laid upon them to be Examples to 
others; and the great Good that it is in 
their Power to _ 00s. by letting a Pattern 
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of regular Living, and the unſpeakable 


Miſchief of their zrregu/ar Behaviour: 
For if once the better Sort can be brought 


to ſuch a Seriouſneſs and Sobriety, the reſt 


will more eaſily follow. Example being 
the moſt powerful Inſtruction, and Expe- 
rience teaching us, that Shame and Fear, 
which ariſe ftom the Authority of ſuch 
ood Patterns, are commonly the moſt 
eflectual Reſtraints upon the meaner Sort. 
* VI. When any Perſon is obſtinate in 
his Vices, and not to be reclaimed either 
by 7 eaching or Example, by Exbortation 
or Reproof, the Ordinary ought to be in- 
formed of it, that we may proceed to 


reclaim ſuch by Eccleſiaſtical Cenſures ; and 


where thoſe are like to prove ineffect ual, 
the Civil Magiſtrate maſt be applied, and 
deſired to proceed againſt them according 


to the Laws in thoſe Caſcs provided: 


Which Information and Requeſt, eſpecially 
in the Caſe of ſuch incorrigible Offenders, 
can be made by none ſo properly as the 
Clergy, who may beſt be ſuppoſed to 
underſtand the Neceſlity there is of having 
Recourſe to the Civil Magiſtrate. And 
ſince our Law. givers have enacted theſe 
Temporal Puniſhments, on purpoſe to 
alliſt us in the Diſcharge of our Miniſtry, 
it would be a great Failing in us not to 
make uſe of them, when all other Me- 


thods have been tried to little or no Et-

or Prophanation of the Lord's Day , he 
ovght not to neglect to give the Magi- 
ſtrate Notice of it; In ſuch a Caſe to be 
called an Informer, will be ſo far from 
making any Man odious in the Judgment 
of ſober Perſons, that it will tend to his 
Honour, when he makes it appear, by 
his unblameable Behaviour, and the Care 
he takes of Hhimſelf and his own Family, 
that he doth it purely for the Glory of 
God, and the Good of his Brethren. 
Such well-diſpoſed Perſons as are reſolv'd 


upon this, ſhould be encouraged to meet 


as oft as they can, and to conſult how 
they may molt diſcreetly and effect ually 
manage it in the Places where they live. 
VIII. As in Reforming the Laity, they 
ought to uſe the Aſſiſtance of the Civi/ 


*' Magiſtrate; ſo, if any of their own Bre- 
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thren be an irregular Liver, and cannot 
be reclaimed by Brotherly Adminiſtration, 
the Neighbouring Clergy ſhould be ſtrictly 
enjoind, to make it known to their Dio- 
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ceſan, either by themſelves, or the Arch- 


Deacon, or by ſome other convenient Way, 
that ſo the Offender may be admoniſh'd 
to live ſuitable to his Character ; and if 
a bare Admonition will not do, he may 
be proceeded againſt by Eccleſſaſtical Cen- 


ſures, for the preventing ſuch Scandals 


and Miſchiefs, as will always accompa- 
ny the irregular Life of a Miniſter of the 
Goſpel. | 

* IX. And whereas the Foundations of 
Piety and Morality are beſt laid at the Be- 
ginning, in the Religious Education of 
Children ; I cannot but wiſh, that every 
one of the Parochial Clergy would be very 
diligent in Catechizing the Children under 
their Cure; and not only ſo, but in Calling 
upon them afterwards, as they grow up, 
to give ſuch further Account of their Re- 
ligion, as may be expected from a riper 
Age; that being thus carefully inſtrudted 
in the Faith and. Duty of a Chriſtian, they 
alſo may teach their Children the ſame ; 
and fo Piety, Virtue and Goodneſs, may 
for ever flouriſh in our Church and Na- 
tion. 

© Theſe Directions, with ſuch others of 
the ſame Nature, as will occur to you, 1 
deſire may be tranſmitted by you to 


your Dioceſe, for the Religious Govern- 


ment of themſelves and their People, in

The two following Years, 1700, and 1701, 
diſ.inguiſh'd his Grace again, by being the 
Firſt in the C ommiilion for Lords Juſtices 
of England, during the Abſence of the King 


in Holland, atter the Recels of the Varlia- 


ment His Majeſty's Voyage io the Low 
Countries, the irſt \.car, was occaſion'd by 
the ſudden and unexyeted Death oi the 
Electoral Prince of Bavaria, ho by the 
Treaty of Partition between Great Britain, 


France and Holland, was to have luccteded 


on the Death of the King of Sp, Charles II. 
to the greateſt Part ot the Spaniſh Mo- 
narchy, and to have been entirely poll: 1s'd 
of Spain and the Indies, with ſome Re- 
ſtrictions, as alſo the Netherla»di, and the 
Dominions in Tray, which were to have 
been divided between the Emperor and the 
Dauphin of France; ſo that it ſeem'd abſo- 
lutely neceſſary for another of the ſame 
Nature to be made, much of a Piece with 
the former, only that the Arch-Duke, 
Charles of Auſtria, was to have that Portion 
conſigned over to him, which had been. be- 
tore allotted to the Electoral Prince; and 
it was agreed to accordingly in London, be- 
| tween 
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tween Count Tallard, the French Ambaſſador, 


on the Part of France; Count Briord in the ſame 


Quality from the ſaid Crown at the Hague; 
the Earl of Portland and Jerſey for the King- 
dom of Great-Britain, and Eight Deputies 
of the States-General, and afterwards Signd 
at Loo by the King, tho' contrary to the 


Advice of the Arch-biſhop of Canterbury, 


who took the Liberty to forewarn the fatal 
Conſequences of that Treaty in a very duti- 


ful Letter; which fell out, as his Grace had 


foretold, and occaſion'd his Majeſty's ſecond 
and laſt Voyage to Holland. | 

France was the firſt Party that made this 
Treaty publick, being then in Earneſt with 


us; the other contracting Powers propoſed 


it to ſeveral Princes and States for their Ac- 
ceptance and Guarranty ; but the Thing 
ſeem'd ſtrange, and it does not appear that 


any, but the immediate Authors, would come 


into it. As for the Emperor, he thought 
himſelf agriev'd by it, as dif-inheriting the 
Auſtrian Family of their Claim of Succeſ- 
ſion to the Crown of Spain. The great 
Ends which the Exgliſh and Dutch had in it, 
were certainly the Peace and Balance of 
Europe, and forming a Parrier in the Nether- 
lands, to ſecure Flolland and the Empire. 
there is no Reaſon to queſtion the Sincert- 
ty, and in ſuch a Juncture, even the Wiſ- 
dom of King William in this Tranſaction. 
But a Suſpicion lies hard upon the French 

King, 
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King, that he meant it for an Amuſement only 
to 2 Allies, and for an Argument of draw- 
ing in the Spaniard more effectually, to de- 
fire his Grandſon for their ſole Monarch. 
For it is certain that the Miniſters of France, 
in the Court of Spain, made uſe of this 
Partition to incenſe the Grandees againſt the 
Indignity of rending their Monarchy in 
Pieces, and made it a convincing and pre- 


valent Argument to obtain a Will for de- 


claring the Duke of Anjou Univerſal Heir, 
which happened on the Death of King 
Charles II. of Spain, who expir d upon the 
Firſt of November 1700, N. S. 

This the King made his Parliament ac- 
quainted with, as alſo with the Death of 
the Duke of Glouceſter, who died the ſame 
Year, recommending to them the Conſi— 
deration of both, that they might provide 
againſt the Miſchiefs the united Power of 
France and Spain threatned them with from 
the One, and the Neceſſity there was of 
extending the Proteſtant Succeſſion beyond 
the Lives of himſelf and the Princeſs of 
Denmark ; nor did this new Parliament, tho 
grievouſly offended with ſuch as adviſed the 
Treaty of Partition, from whence all thoſe 
Evils took their Riſe, fail of putting his Meje- 


Aly into a Capacity of providing againſt tne 


Breach of it on the Part of France, or on 
Securing. or Lengthening the Proteſtant Suc- 
ceſſion, ſince they happily fix'd it on the 
WE IIluſtrious 
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Illuſtrious Houſe of Hanover, as next of 
Kin to the Royal Family of the Stuarts. 
But ſince theſe Aﬀairs ſeem more proper to 
relate the General Hiſtory of the Times, 
than to the particular Occurrences that re- 


late to the Subject we have taken in Hand, 


the Reader is to be told, That at the Opening 
of this New Parliament, a Convocation of 
the Clergy was likewiſe Choſen and Aſſem- 
bled ; whereof his Grace, as Head of the 
Province of Canterbury, was Preſident ; and 
which might have concluded with Honour 
and Advantage to the Eſtabliſh'd Church, 
had not the unreaſonable Demands of the 
Lower Houſe, contrary to their known Pre- 
rogatives and Privileges, made it neceflary 


that they ſhould ſeparate, without doing any 


thing worthy of a National Synod. For in 
the View of Religion this Year (1700) we 
ought to condole the unhappy Diſpute that 
now began, about the Form and Manner of 
holding a Convocation. For after the Pro- 
rogation, as has been already mention'd in 
the Beginning of King Milliam and Queen 
Mary's Reign, which was perform'd regu- 
larly and exactly, the Convocation was 
continud to be Summon'd every other Seſ- 
ſion of Parliament, and in Being with it, 
which, for want of proper Buſineſs, was con- 
tinued and prorogued by the Preſident , 
and left always in a Capacity and Readineſs 


to come together, upon any Exigence of

Church or State that required their Counſel 
or Aſſiſtance; tho' no ſuch Exigence did 
happen for ſeveral Years together. But 
what was thus deſigned for the Eaſe of the 
Clergy, in not obliging them to a fruitleſs 
and expenſive Attendance, when there was 
no Occaſion to juſtifie their Abſence from 
the Duty of their Cures, did, by degrees, 
give a Handle of Complaint, as if they 
were debarr'd from the Rights and Liber- 
ties of Mecting and Acting in Convoca- 
tion. 
Theſe Murmurs of Reſtraint and Hard- 
ſhip were privately fomented among thoſe 
of the Clergy, who were Nox. jurors, and 
among thoſe who complied with the Go- 
vernment, without ſatisfying their own Ex- 
pectations in it; hereby the Lower Order 
of the Clergy was unhappily moved to raiſe 
new Diſputes of Priviledge and Indepen- 
dance on the Arch-biſhop and Biſhops in 
Convocation, which was principally owing 
to Dr. Atterbury, then Arch-deacon of Tor- 
neſs, now B-— of R—<r, and to labour 
to bring themſelves to be ſuch a Spi- 
ritual Houſe of Commons, as, if their Pre- 
tenſions could prevail, would very much 
endanger the Peace of the Church and 
State. LT ; 
Under this Diſpoſition, the Convocation of 
the Prelates and Clergy of the Province of 


Canterbury, by the Arch-biſhops Mandate in 
3 | Pur- 


(78) 
Purſuance of the King's Writ, met in the 
Church of St. Paul's, London, on Mon- 
day, February 10; where, after the Litany in 
the Latin Tongue, read by a Biſhop, and an 
eloquent Sermon in the ſame Language by 
Dr. Haley, Dean of Chicheſter; and the 
Hymn ſung, O pray for the Peace of Jeruſa- 
lem, Sc. The Arch- biſhop, followed by 
his Suffragans, went out of the Choir, and 
proceeded to the Chapter-Houſe ; where, 
after reading the Royal Writ, and the Cer- 
tificatory of the Biſhop of London, for Exe- 
cuting the Archiepiſcopal Mandate ; his 
Grace, in a Latin Speech, admoniſh'd the 
Lower Clergy to retire and chuſe a Prolocu- 
tor, and preſent him on Friday the 21ſt In- 
ſtant; whereupon they elected Dr. Hooper 
Dean of Canterbury, who, on the ſaid ap- 
pointed Day, was preſented to the Arch- 
biſhop and Biſhops, by Dr. Jane Dean of 
Glouceſter, and approved and confirmed in 
the uſual Manner. In the next Seſſion, 
February 25, when the Arch-biſhop's Sche- 
dule of Prorogation was brought down to 
the Lower Houſe, which was Legally to de- 
termine every Seſſion : In Contempt of it 
they continued Sitting, and proceeded in 
ſome Debates of no Moment ; after which 
the Prelocutor intimated an Adjournment, 
by Conſent of the Houſe, to meet again in 
Henry VIl's Chapel, inſtead of the Proroga- 


tion to meet in J7eruſalem Chamber, as by 
the 


79 
the Schedule, which expreſly included the 
whole Body of the Convocation, and left 
no Pretence to ſeparate Adjournments in 
either Houſe. 

The Arch-biſhop, and a far greater Part 
of his Suftragans, look'd on this Proceeding 
of the Lower Houſe as a Declaration of 
ſetting up for a ſeparate Intereſt and Power, 
that would break the Union of a Provincial 
Synod, and prevent the good Correſpon- 
dence of both Houſes, and ſo fruſtrate the 
common Methods of doing any Bulineſs. 
Hence, in the Fourth Seſſion, Feb. 28, the 


Prolocutor and Clergy did not attend his 


Grace and their Lordſhips in the Synodical 
Place, the Jeruſalem Chamber, which was 
juſtly interpreted to be a ſecond Contempt 
of the Preſident's Authority, and the Obli- 


gation of his Inſtrument, the Schedule Pro- 


roguing 2nd Continuing the whole Body of 
Prelates and Clergy. 

So the Arch-bithop ſent for the Prolocu- 
tor, and with the Conſent of his Brethren, put 
theſe two Queſtions to him, 11ſt, Whether the 
Lower Houſe did fit after they were Prorogued 
by his Grace on the 25th Day of February? And, 
2dly, Whether they did meet that very Morning, 
without attending in the Jeruſalem Chamber 
to which they were Prorogued > Upon ſome 
Diſcourſe concerning theſe Queſtions the 
Prolocutor ſaid, 7hat the Lower Fleuſe was 


preparing ſomewhat to lay before his Grace and 
the 
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the Upper Houſe, concerning the Methods of 
Prorogation, and ſome other Things of Form: 
His Grace anſwered, That he and his Bre- 
thren were ready to receive what ſhould be 
offer'd by them, and would conſider of it, 
and do upon it what ſhould appear to them 
to be Juſt and Right: But in the mean 
Time, he and his Brethren thought fit to 
continue the uſual Practice. 

Accordingly, That the Phraſe of Proro- 


guing, in hunc Locum, might admit of no 


Diſpute, it was in the Schedule of that Day 


expreſly ſpecify'd, in hanc Locum, vulgo vocat, 


Jeruſalem Chamber, To which the Lower 
Houſe ſubmitted with a Salvo Jure, and at 
the next Seſſion, March 6, the Prolocutor, 
with ſeveral Members, paid Atrendance in 


the Feruſalem Chamber, according to the Form 
of the laſt Schedule; and being toon dif- 


miſsd, went to their own Houſe, from 
whence, in a little Time, they carry'd up 
the following Report of a Committee ap- 
pointed to ſearch the Convocation-Books, 
for Directions concerning the Prorogations 
of their Houſe made on the Sixth of March, 
I 7CO» : 
* Firſt, they gave his Grace and their 
* Lordſhips to underſtand, that the common 
* Uſage of the Lower Houſe had been to 
continue Sitting, till the Prolocuror did 
* Prorogue, or Adjourn, or intimate the 
* Adjournment or Prorogation thereof, ei- 


ther 
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© ther Perſonally, or by ſome Member of 
* their Houſe, thereunto deputed by him : 
And in both theſe Caſes (as they con- 
" ceived) with the Conſent of their Houſe. 
And they alſo found by ſome Inſtances 
* (which they . referred to in the Margin) 
* that their Houſe did not always Prorogue 
and Adjourn to the fame Day with the 
" Upper Houſe. 

* Secondly, They found the like common 
* Uſage by their Houſe to have been, that 
when in the Upper Houſe the Convocati- 
on was Prorogued or Adjourned by the 
Words, in hunc Locum, their Houle did 
meet apart from the ſame, at the ſame 
particular Place where it fate laſt; and 
when the Convocation was Prorogued or 
* Adjourned to ſome other Place, viz, St. 
* Paul's and Lambeth, then alſo their Houle 
did aſſemble in a ſeparate Place, diſtinct- 
ly from their Lordſhips. And fur- 
ther, they found no Footſteps of Evi- 
* dence to conclude, that it was ever the 
* Practice of their Houſe to attend their 
*© Lordſhips before their Houſe did meet and 
* ſit, purſuant to their former Adjournment. 

But when their Houſe had firſt met and 
_ © fate, it had been the conſtant Practice to 
attend their Lordſhips with Buſineſs of their 
own Motion, or when they were called to 
their Lordſhip's by a ſpecial Meſſenger.

ſuch Agreement ; upon which his Grace and 
their Lordihips declar'd, they would receive 

nothing from them till thoſe Irregularities 
were ſettled. Now the Lower Houſe had 
employ d themſelves in drawing up a Repre- 
ſentation of their Senſe upon the Biſhop of Sa- 
rums Expoſition of the AAA Articles of 
the Church of England, which they brought 


up 
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up to the Lords on May the zoth, when the 
Arch-biſhop read to them a Paper, drawn up 
by Conſent of the Biſhops, and approved 
by them, as follows: I you have any Thing 
to offer, we cannot receive it till the late Irre- 
gularity of refuſing to meet the Committee of 
Biſhops, to inſpect the Books of this Convoca- 
tion, be ſet right. A Copy of this Paper, 
at the Prolocutor's Deſire, was given to him; 
and he and his Attendants making a fhort - 
Step to the Lower Houſe, came back and 
waited in the Chamber adjoining to Jeruſa- 


lem Chamber. Then Humphrey, Lord Bi- 


ſhop of Bangor, by Direction of the Arch- 
biſhop, Sc. went out to ask the Prolocutor 
this following Queſtion, Whether the Meſ- 
ſage he was now charg d with, was to ſet the Ir- 
regularity complain d of Right 2 His Lordſhip 
returning into the Houſe, did acquaint his 
Grace and the reſt of his Brethren, that the 
Prolocutor told him once, That it was ſome- 
thing in order to ſet that Irregularity right; 
then, as recollecting, ſaid, It was concern- 
ing that Irregularity. Upon which the Pro- 
locutor and his Attendants were called in, 
and his Grace ſpoke thus, If you have any 
Thing to offer to the ſetting right the Irregu- 
larity we have complained of, we are ready to 
receive* if, The Prolocutor ſaid, It was 
ſomething concerning it, and ſo read to them 
a Paper in theſe Words : The Paper that the 
Lower Houſe ordered the Prolocutor to preſent 
L 4 oo: 
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to your Grace and their Lordſhips, was their 
humble Repreſentation .concerning a Book en- 
titled, An Expoſition of the XXXIX Arti- 
cles of the Church of England, and hath no 
Relation to the ſuppoſed Irregularity your Grace 
and your Lordſhips think fit to complain of: 
Of that we are ready to give your Lordſhips Sa- 
tisfaction, when thereunto called; and in the 
mean time moſt humbly repeat our Requeſt, 
That your Grace and your Lordſhips will be 
pleaſed to receive the ſaid Paper. The Arch- 
biſhop and Biſhops were ſurprized at the 
Prolocutor's Way of introducing fuch a Pa- 
per; and the Biſhop of Bangor, who had 
been very cautious in bringing in the Meſ- 
ſage from the Prolocutor's Mouth, found it 
neceſſary to make a Complaint againſt the 
Prolocutor, in this Writing, ſubſcrib'd by his 
own Hand. I ask'd Dr. Hooper, Whether 
the Meſſage he had now to bring in, was to 
ſet the Irregularity complain'd of Right ? 
He told me once, It was ſomething in order 
to ſet that Irregularity right, and then recol- 
lecting, ſaid, It was concerning that Irregu- 
larity, but that he was to deliver his Meſ- 
{age to his Grace, and muſt not drop it at 
the Door. When he was call'd in, it ap- 
peared that his Meſſage was not to ſet the Ir- 
regularity right, but concerning another 
Matter, which I have Reaſon to complain 
of, that Dr. Hooper has Prevaricated in this 
Matter. FIVE: |

| the Prolocutor, thus, entitled, 7o the Moſt 


Reverend Father in God, Thomas, Lord Arch- 
biſhop of Canterbury, and to the Reverend the 
Biſhops his Suffragans, the humble Repreſenta- 
tion of the Lower Houſe of Convocation. 

© Whereas a Book hath been lately pub- 
y liſhed, entitled, An Expoſition of the ALA 

Articles of the Church of England, by Gilbert 
© Lord Biſhop of Sarum ; which the Author 
* declares to have pas d the Peruſal of both 
© the Archbiſhops, and ſeveral Biſhops, and 
other Learned Divines, and ſuggeſts their 
Approbation of it. And whereas we think 
* it our Duty, as much as in us lies, to ſe- 
cure the Doctrine contained in thoſe Ar- 
ticles, from any Attempts that may be 
made againſt them, we moſt humbly of- 
fer to your Grace and your Lordſhips, the 
Senſe of this Houſe, which is as follows.

After a ſhort Time of withdrawing, the 
Prolocutor , and thoſe with Him, were 
again called in, and his Grace told them 
to this Effect, That he and his Brethren could 


not depart from their Reſolution, Not to re- 


ceive any Thing from the Lower- Houſe till the 
tate Irregularity complain d of was ſet right, 
That he and his Brethren would be always 
ready to ſhew their Affection, and their Zeal 


for the Good of the Church ; and they would 


have been glad to have ſhews it more parti- 
cularly in * Caſe of Toland, but that there 
had been ſeveral Olſtrudl ions and Stumblin ng = 
Blocks in their Way. 

In the next Seſſion, Fe 6. The Arch- 
Biſhop ſpoke thus to the Prolocutor. * 1 
* muſt inform you, that till the Irregularity 
complain'd of be ſet right, I cannot, ac- 
cording to the Order of this Houie, receive 
any Thing from you. But it appearing 
from the Paper you read, on the 3oth 
of May laſt, that you had ſomething to 
offer relating to the Biſhop of Sarum's 
Expoſition ot the ſaid Thirty Nine Articles, 
which the ſaid Lord Biſhop has earneſtly

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\ © Requeſted may be brought up to this 
: Hons : Therefore I and my Brethren, 
_ © without Prejudice to our former Order, 
* and at the repeated Requeſt of the Lord 
* Biſhop of Sarum, are now willing to re- 
© ceive * ſaid Paper. | 

To which the Prolocutor Anſwer'd, That 
the Paper which he had now to offer, was 
concerning the Irregularity, and that he had 
not brought up any Paper relating to the Bi- 
ſhop of Sarum. Whereupon his Grace or- 
der'd him to fetch up that Paper, while he 
left the other, —b A4 was called a Repre- 
ſentation of the Lower Houſe in e. to 
the Declaration made by their Lordſhips on 
the zoth paſt; but full of Accuſations of 
their Lordſhips, rather than Acknowledg- 
ments of their Misfortune 'in falling under 
their Lordſhip's Diſpleaſure, which was fully 
and pathetically anſwer'd ſometime after, by 
his Grace and his Suftragans the Biſhops. 

. To return to the Prolocutor, Dr. Hooper, 
at the Motion of his Grace, brought up the 
Paper of Complaint againſt the Lord Biſhop 
of Sarum, containing the three Articles = 
fore mentioned; which being read over, 
and conſidered by the Biſhops, his Grace 
ſoon after ſpoke thus to the Prolocutor. 
* Your Paper of Complaint againſt my 

* Lord of Sarums Book, does contain only 

? Generals; and therefore we muſt require 
* you to bring up the Specialities or Parti- 

- Culars 
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* culars of your Charge againſt this Book. 
The Prolccutor, and his Company, going 
back to the Lower-Houle, his Grace thought 
they were preparing a particular Charge 
againſt the Biſhop's Expoſition ; and there- 
fore after ſome time of Expectation, ſent 
Mr. Tillot the proper Officer, to the Lower 
Houſe, to enquire of the Prolocutor, whe- 
ther they had any Thing in readineſs to pre- 


ſent to the Arch - biſhop and Biſhops, as to any 


particular Articles againſt the Lord Biſhop of 
Sarum's Book? And ſoon after, the Meſſen- 
ger return'd with this abrupt Anſwer in Wri- 
ting; This Houſe defires Mr. Tillot to return 


their Lordſhips their humble Thanks for their 


Meſſage, and to tell them, that this Houſe is 
preparing Buſineſs, but are not yet ready with 
it, Whereupon the Lords, the Arch-biſhop 
and Biſhops came to this Declaration of their 
Judgment, in Reference to the extraordina- 
ry Steps taken by the Lower Houſe. 


In Relation to the Complaint and Cen- 
* ſure of the Biſhop of Sarum s Expoſition 
* of the XXXIX Articles, made by the 
* Lower Houſe, and prefented to the Arch- 
* biſhop and Biſhops on May, 30, 1701. 
* I. It is our Opinion, that the Lower 
Houſe of Convocation has no manner of 
Power, judicially to cenſure any Book. 
II. That the Lower Houſe of Convoca- 
tion ought not to have enter d upon the 
* Exami- 
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Examination of a Book of any Biſhop of 
* this Church, without firſt acquainting the 
* Preſident and Biſhops with it. 

III. That the Lower Houſe of Convoca- 
* tion's ceniuring the Book of the Biſhop of 
* Sarum in general Terms, without mention- 
ing the particular Paſſages on which the 
* Cenſure is grounded, is Defamatory and 
* Scandalous. | 

© IV. That the Biſhop of Sarum by his 
Excellent Hiſtory of the Reformation, ap- 
* proved of by both Houſes of Parliament, 
* and other Writings, hath done great Ser- 
* vice to the Church of Z»g/and, and juſtly 
* deſerves the Thanks of this Houſe. | 

V. That tho” private Perſons may ex- 
* pound the Articles of the Church, yet it 
* cannot be proper tor the Convocation at 
* this time to approve, and much leſs to 
* condemn ſuch private Expoſitions. 

Their Lordſhips likewiſe came into his 
Grace's Propoſals, for doing Juſtice to ſuch 
Members of the Lower Houſe, who had diſ- 
ſented from and proteſted againſt the irregu- 
lar Proceedings of the Prolocutor and his 
Brethren, by the following Reſolutions; they 
being of Opinion, | 
I. That Dr. Verney, (now Lord Brook, 
and Dean of Windſor) and others of the 
Lower Houſe, who comply'd with the Pro- 
rogations made by the Preſident in the 
Upper Houle, and declined to act on the

That they deſerve = Protection of 
the Upper Houſe, for their dutiful and 
worthy Behaviour. 

* IV. That the Prolocutor, and ſotne 
others of the Lower Houſe, have violated 
the Methods of Proceedings in Convoca- 
tion, and attempted to introduce divers 
Innovations and [rregularities, deſtructive 
of the Metropolitan and Epiſcopal Autho- 
rity of the Arch-biſhop and Biſhops of this 
Province, and thereby endanger'd the 


Conſtitution of this Church, and gi- | 


ven great Advantages to the Enemies 
thereof. 

* V. That by not ſubmitting to the Pro- 
rogations made by the Preſident, with 
Concurrence of his Suffragans, and pre- 
tending to an Anthority to adjourn them- 
ſelves, and ſitting and acting as a Houſe, 
after ſuch Prorogation bv the Preſident, 
and on Days when the Upper Houſe did 


not ſit, the Prolocutor and thole joining 


with him in ſuch Pract: ces, are guilty of 
maniteſt Diſobedience and Contempt. 
* VI. That

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* VI. That by not refuſing to nominate 
© a Committee of their Houle to meet with 
© a Committee of Biſhops, as the Preſident 
* had appointed, they are likewiſe guilty of 
* a great Contempt and Diſobedience. 


In the next Seſſion, June 20, when the 
Archbiſhop and Biſhops had ended Prayers, 
the Prolocutor appeared with the greateſt 
Part of the Lower Houſe attending him, 
holding in his Hand two ſeveral Papers , 
and Miri to deliver both of them. To 
whom the Preſident ſpoke to this Effect, 
That he could receive no Paper from him, but 
that containing the Particularities of the gene- 
ral Charge againſt the Biſhop of Sarum, which 
at the Requeſt of the ſaid Biſhop, he was then 
ready to receive. To which the Prolocutor 
replied, That he had two Papers in his 
* Hand, ready to preſent to his Grace and 
the reſt of the Biſhops then preſent, if his 
Grace would pleaſe to receive them. But 
without the Direction of the Lower 
Houſe, he could not preſent the one with- 
out the other. That therefore he would 
return and take the Opinion of the Houſe 
thereupon. But he never came back with 
that Opinion, till the Convocation by Roy- 
al Writ directed to the Archbiſhop, was pro- 
rogued to Auguſt the 7th, thence to September 
the 18th; and ſo on till the Parliament being 
diſſolved, the Convocation of each Province 
= by 


* 
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by Writs directed to the reſpective Arch- 
biſhops was accordingly diſſolvel. 
A new Convocation ot the Province of 
Canterbury being ſummoned to meer at the 
ſame time as the Parliament, which was on 
the zoth of December 1701, it was opened 
in the Cathedral Church of St. Paul, with ſo- 
lemn Prayers, and an excellent Latin Ser- 
mon by Dr. William Sherlock, Dean of that 
Church, On Epiſt. Jade Ver. 3. In the Choice 
of a Prolocutor, the Competition was be- 
tween the learned Dr. Beveridge, Arch-Dea- 
con of Colcheſter, and Dr. Woodward, Dean 
of Sarum, a Civilian, grown Popular by op- 
poſing his Dioceſan, to whom he ow'd his 
Preferments. He was elected by a Majority, 
and confirmed by the Arch-biſhop. 

Matters were carried at firſt unanimouſly 
between the Biſhops and the Clergy, and 
the latter join'd very readily with their Lord- 
ſhips firſt Synodical Act, in an Addreſs to 
the King, expreſſing their deep Reſentment 
at the French King's declaring the Pretended 
Prince of Wales to be King of his Majeſty's 
Realms and Dominions, back'd with Aſſu- 
rances of ſtanding by, and maintaing the Suc- 
ceſſion to the Crown in the Proteitant Line. 
Bur ſix Days after, it was preſented to the 
King at Aenſington, an unhappy Occaſion of 
widening the Diftcrences between thoſe Mem- 
bers, who believed the Archbiſhop of the 
Province had the Right and conſtant n 
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of Continuing and Proroguing the whole 
Convocation, and thoſe others who thought 
the lower Houle might have a Power to ad- 
Journ it ſelf. This Difference in Opinion 
had led into ſome Diſputes in every Seſſion, 
Which yet were managed conſta ly with 
Peace and Order: For what ever Notions of 
Independeney. were advanced by a few par- 
ticular Members, the Houſe had hitherto ſo 
order'd their Entries in their Journal, that 
all unanimouſly met upon the Synodical 
Days and Hours, appointed by the Archbi- 
ſhop in his Sch-ul.s of: Prorogation. But 
on this Day a Member unhappily moved to 
change the Form ot Entry in the Minutes, 
and to aſſume the thrate of Dominus Prolo- 
cutor continuavit, & Prorogavit quoad hanc 
Convocationem eſſe continuatam, &c. 
In the next Sellion, Tueſday, February 3. 
this new Phraſe in the Entry of the Minutes 
was excepted againſt by ſeveral Members, 
but there was a Majority to reſolve, That 
the Words in the Entry (hould ſtand as they 
are, and that this Matter ſhall not now be fur- 
ther debated, When the Schedule came 
down, it was laid aſide upon the Table; 
while the Houſe was proceeding to other Bu- 
ſineſs. Upon which a Member moved, that 
He had obſerved ſome Meſſage from above 
* had been delivered to the Prolocutor, and 
he thought it the Right of this Houſe to 
* have it communicated to them, before 
e | | Eos * they 
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they enter'd upon new Buſineſs'. But this 
was oppoſed by the Majority, and they went 
on to appoint a Committee of Grievances, 
Sc. After which the Prolocutor adjourn'd, 
as by the Authority of the Houſe, while the 
Members on the other fide declared, © That 
* this Houſe had no Pretence of Right to 
* Adjourn it ſelf, when the Schedule inter- 
* poſes to Prorogue the whole Convocation, 
© and therefore that they did verbally pro- 
* teſt againſt ſuch an irregular Way of ad- 
© journing - And before the next meeting, 
they put their Verbal Proteſtation into Writ- 
ing, which Dr. Freeman, then Dean of Peter- 
borough, on the Ninth of the ſame Month, 
moved to be admitted and enter'd into the 
Journal of the Houſe, as a ſtanding Evidence 
_ of their aſſerting the juſt Rights and Autho- 
rity of their Metropolitan and Prefident. But 
this Motion was warmly oppos'd, and had 
like to have occaſion d Matters to be carryed 
on to a great Height, had not both Parties 
amicably agreed, to theſe Three Heads. 1. That 
in order to an Accommodation, no Form of 
Prorogation ſhall be uſed by the Prolocutor 
hereafter, that were not uſed by the Prolo- 
cutor before the laſt Convocation. 2. That 
the Forms of Prorogation uſed by the Pro- 
locutor, in the Convocation of 1586, and 
1588, ſhall hereafter be uſed by the Prolo- 
cutor, in the Order they lie in the Books, 
beginning with the Firſt, till they are all 
Sone 
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gone through. 3. That theſe Forms ſhall 
be pronounced by the Prolocutor, when the 
- Houſe agrees that their Buſineſs is over. 

Thus far his Grace, and his Brethren the 
Biſhops, were kept out of the Quarrel, but 
they too, it will appear preſently, muſt come 
in for their Share of it. On Thurſday Feb. 
12, the Prolocutor being indiſpoſed, did aſ- 
ſign Dr. Aldrich, the Dean of Chriſt Church, 
as his Deputy, to act for him. The Mem- 
bers who diſavow d the common Proceedings 
of the Majority, were content to accept of a 
Deputy, ſo appointed by the Prolocutor ; 
provided, that Application was duly made 
to the Preſident, to approve and confirm 
him. To this the Majority ſeem'd to agree, 
and one of the leading Members, Dr. Atter- 
| bury ſaid, That there was no Deſign of making, 
a common Referendary between the two Houſes, 
without conſulting his Grace, But it being re- 
ſolved, no ſuch Application ſhould be made, 
his Grace ſent for the Clergy to Jeruſalem 
Chamber, and ſpoke thus. My Brethren of 
the Clergy ; There has hapned an Incident of 
great Moment, which I and my Brethren wut 


take Time to conſider of, between this and Sa- 


turday next ; to which I have thought fit to 
Prorogue the Convocation. I order you Mr. 
Tyllot to read the Schedule. 5 

On Frida) Feb. 13. Dr. Woodward, the 
Prolocutor, died; and on the next Day, his 


Grace on this Occaſion thus addreſs'd _ 
e 
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ſelf to the Clergy ; My Brethren of the Cler- 
gy, I hear the Prolocutor is dead, and we are 


very much ſurprized at the News of it. We 


muſt confider what is proper to be done on this 
Occaſion, The Dean and Chapter of Weſtmin- 
ſter (as my Lord of Rocheſter tells us) wil 
make uſe of this Place on Monday and Tueſ- 
day next: Wedneſday is a Day of Solemn De- 
vol ion, being Aſh- wedneſday; therefore I have 
order d the Prorogation to be till Thurſday. 
Mr. Tyllot do you read the Schedule. We 
mult obſerve, that juſt before the laſt Sick- 
neſs of the Prolocutor, h- had endeavour'd 
to recommend himſelf to a great Party, by 


complaining of his beſt Friend, his own Bi- 


ſhop. The Grounds of the Complaint was 
only this: His Lordſhip held his Triennial 


Viſitation conſtantly in Perſon, and the Pa- 


rochial Clergy, as in. Duty bound, pay'd 
their Attendance in a regular and reſpectful 
Manner. But the Dean of Sarum, as Rector 
of Peaſy , declin'd his Appearance at the 
Time and Place of Viſitation, without making 
any reaſonable Excuſe ; but rather aggrava- 
ting his Abſence by ſuch Signs of Contempt 
as made it evidently an ill Example, and ob- 
ligd his Lordſhip to order a Citation, as in a 
uſual Method, before any Priviledge of Con- 
vocation did obtain or was pretended. When 
the Time of Priviledge did afterward Com- 
mence, his Lordſhip order'd his Chancellor 


to put a Stet upon the Cauſe, and there was 
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no further proceeding in it. This light matter was to 
be improved into a Grievance, and a Remonſtrance ; 4 
Complaint in Form was preſented to the Arch-biſhop and 
Biſhops thereupon by the Lower Houſe, which the Up- 
per in their Anſwer ſaid, there were no grounds for, 
ſince there was indeed ſo much Partiality and Prejudices 
in the Beginning,and Proſecuring of this Complaint ; that 
had the Author lived, many good Chriſtians did hope, 
he would have repented of it. 
After the Prolocutor's Death there being no Buſineſs 
depending, and nothing in Debate but the Clergy's Pre- 
tenſions of Exemption from the Synodical Authority, 
and Rights of the Arch-biſhop and Biſhops, his Grace 
with Advice of his Brethren on Thurſday, Feb. 19. diſ- 
miſs'd the Clergy with this tender Speech, 


Brethren of the Clergy, Etna 
y W HEN you brought up your laſt Addreſs, com- 
* Plaining of a Breach of Privilege by the Bi- 
* ſhop of Salisbury, we readily received it, and no one of 
us was more ready to do it than the Biſhop himſelf. 
We then promiſed you ſhould have an Anſwer to it on 
the next Day of our Meeting: The Anſwer was ac- 
cordingly prepared, being founded upon the A&s of 
the Biſhop's Court at Salisbury, and the Account given 
by the Judge of that Court, which Antwer you may 
ſee entred in our Journal. 
* The laſt Prolocutor's Illneſs, an Incident that hap- 
pened thereupon, was the Cauſe that this Anſwer was 
not communicated that Day. We hope when you have 
read that Anſwer, you will not ſuffer your ſelves for 
the future to be ſurprized into Complaints of this Na- 
ture, but will ſtay till you are fully aſſured, that they are 
well grounded both in Fa# and Righr I ſay, Right as 
well as Fact. For your Aſſertion, That we are Pri- 
vileged from all Suits, except for Breach of the Peace, 
was not well Conſidered, ſince there are Matters of a 
higher Nature, wherein Privilege cannot be pleaded : I might 
add, That, if I miſtake not the Senſe of the late AR, 
ir ſuffers the Cauſe to go on, provided that the 
Perſon remains unmoleſted. Bur of this enough, 
eſpecially conſidering that the Perſon particularly 
concern'd, is lately Dead. 8 
By his Death the Prolocutor's Chair being Void, you 
may juſtly expect I ſhould ſay ſomething concerning 
the filling of it. That is a A dag. as the State alto 
. 4 of 
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* of Aﬀairs at preſent ſtands, needs much Deliberation : 
© I have had many Thoughts upon that Subject, and 1 
will freely communicate ſuch of them, as I judge to 
* be proper at this Time. | | 

* The Choice of a Prolocutor or Referendary, is 
* equally the Right and Concern of the whole Lower 
* Houſe. Many of the Members (ſeveral of which de- 
* fired earneſtly to be diſmiſſed) are now abſent in the 
Ccuntry, and divers of them at a great Diſtance from 
* Loudon. They are (I believe) gone down, as for other 
* Reaſons, ſo chiefly that they may attend their Re- 
* ſpeftive Cures in this Solemn Time of Lent, and be- 
* ſtow a conſiderable Part of it in Catechizing, and pre- 
* paring Perſons for the Bleſſed Sacrament at Eaſter. 

* It will not, I think, be fair to exclude them on a 
* ſhare in a New Election: And to fend for them up, 
* when they are ſo well employ'd, merely for the Choice of 

a Prolocuter, without other neceſſary Buſineſs here, will be 
a Hardſhip to them and a Prejudice to their Cures, 
No Synodical Buſineſs is yet by Royal Authority laid 
before the Convocation. If there were, yet till the 
* Formulary be better ſettled, the Buſineſs would at 
* every Turn, be interrupted by Debares about Methods 
of Proceeding ; during a Receſs good Progreſs may, 
1 hope, be made in that Matter. Many materials are 
* brought together in order to the Preparing of a 
Draught for Compoſing a Modus tenend; Convocationem. 
] have communicated one Authentick Book, which came 
lately to my Hands, and am in hopes of recovering 
another, together with ſeveral Papers, which may be 

uſeful to this Purpoſe. And I doubt not but the 
* Members of both Houſes, will contribute their Endea- 
* vours towards the ſame good Work. | 

For the aboveſaid Reaſons, as alſo becauſe a War 
* ſeems to be breaking out, which will, in ſome mea- 
* ſure divert Men's Thoughts from Buſineſs of this Na- 
ture, and there are likewiſe Appearances of a ſpeedy 
winding up Publick Affairs; I purpoſe further to de- 
liberate about the Choice of a Prolocutor, and at pre- 

ſent to proceed to a Prorogation But I ſhall do it 
by ſuch Intervals, during this Seſſions of Parliament, 
as may upon any Emergent Occaſions, leave room 
for the Choice cf a Prolocutor, and the Sitting of the 
Convocation. And for thoſe who look upon me or 
any of my Suffragans, as deſigning to bring Convoca- 
tions and the Prolocutors thereof into diſuſe, or ro 
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29 
put any unreaſonable Reſtraints upon the Lower Houſe, 
they are greatly miſtaken; and I hope a little Time 
will ſhew them their Error, and put an End to all ſuch 


groundleſs Suſpicions, as well as allay the Hears 
which they have occaſioned. Such Heats have given 
great Scandal and Offence, even to thoſe who un— 
derſtand not the Nature of the Controverſy, but are 
much concerned, that there ſhould be any Differences 
among Men, who are by Profeflion the Miniſters of the 
Goſpel of Peace, And J am ſorry to find that in a Pa- 
per which came to my Hands laſt Night, marked 
Number 1. (ſhewing a Deſign of the Continuance of 


it, in Caſe the Convocation ſhould alſo continue to lit) . 


a ſtrange Method is laid, for giving Publick Intelli- 
gence from Time to Time, of any Differences that 
might afterwards ariſe: The Title of it is, 4 Faithful 
Account of ſome Tranſa&ims in the Three laſt Seffions of this 
preſent Convo:ation. But as I am told this Morning, it 
will ſpeedily be ſhewn in ſeveral Particulars, how far 
it is from Anſwering that Title, eſpecially in the 
Relation of what paſled in a late Committee. When 
the Explications then directly inſiſted on, ſhall be more 
publickly underſtood, the Partiality of rhe Writer of 
this Paper will be no leſs Publick. 

I ͤbeſeech you Brethren, To look forward to the 
Things that make for Peace, and whereby we may Eiifie 
one another, and the Eſtabliſhed Church, of which by 
the ſingular Goodneſs of God, we are Members. 
That ſo thoſe Differences which have continued too 
long already, may be ſpeedily and happily compoſed. 
To which End I heartily commend my ſelf and you 
7 1 God of Peace and Unity through Jeſus Chriſt our 

ord, 
A great Part of the Clergy were entirely ſatisfied 


with theſe Reaſons; and thought ir a ſeaſonable Jun- 
cure to have the Liberty of returning to their Churches 


and Families: And there to expect a, Call upon ſuch 


Emergent Occaſions, as ſhould require the Choice of a 
Prolocutor, and the Sitting of the Convocation ; but, 
what is much to be pitied, other ſome took up the Pre- 
tence of greater Diſcontent, and would meet in Hen. VII's 
Chapel two Days after, and would Reſolve them- 
ſelves into a ſort of an Aſſembly, and chooſe a Mode- 
rator, or Chairman, for that Purpoſe. And when the 
Day came to which the Arch-Biſhop had Prorogued 
the Convocation, they came up as a Houſe without a 
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Prolocutor to the Chamber adjoining to the Jeruſalem 
Chamber, and there meeting the Biſhop of Lincoln, 
who as his Grace's Commiſlary, had now Prorogued the 
Convocation to a further Day, they deſired his Lordſhip 
to carry a Meſſage to his Grace, of their Deſire to pro- 
ceed to the Choice of a Prolocutor. - His Lordſhip with 
great kindneſs told them, that he was unwilling to 
carry any Meſſage by Word of Mouth, foF fear he 
might miſtake in the Delivery of it; but if _y 
pleaſed to dictate to him, he would take their Senſe 
in Writing, and ſo lay it before his Grace; upon which 
they began to expreſs themſelves, to this Effect, That it 
was the unanimous Deſire of the Lower Houſe of Con voca- 
tion, &c. upon which another Member of different 
Opinion, who had that Morning waited on his Lord- 
Thip, and was his Ordinary Chaplain, modeſtly inter- 
Poled, and ſaid, That he hoped no ſuch Meſſage would 
be worded in the Name of the whole Lower Houſe : 
For as they were not a Houſe, and did not Act in that 
Capacity without a Prolocutor, ſo many of the Mem- 
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to any ſuch Meſſage; and therefore he preſumed it 
would be more true and proper,. to let the Meſlage 
run in the Name of ſever?! Members of the Lower Houſe ”. 
And the Biſhop in writing down their Senſe, did ſo ac- 
cordingly expreſs it. But this raiſed a new Clamour, 
and thoſe who aſſumed the Name of a Houſe (eſpecially 
Dr. Finch, Warden of All-Souls-College in Oxford) fell 
ſeverely on the Member who propoſed the Alteration 
of their Phraſe; as a Betrayer of their Rights and Li- 
berties; though no one had taken mare Pains to un- 
derſtand, or had better Reſolutions to Aﬀert all man- 
ner of Rights and Powers that were agreeable to the 
Practice of former Convocations, and to the Eſtabliſh'd 
Conſtitution of this Church and State. 

Withina Day or Two after the King's Death, which 
happen'd on the {zh of March 1702, and which ſhould 
have put an End to thoſe Diſputes, there aroſe another 
Queſtion, Mhether the Con vocation did expire with him? 
His Grace and the Biſhops were rightly ſenſible, that the 
Convocation being afſembled by the Archbiſhop's Man- 
date, in Obedience to the King's Writ, could no longer 
ſu bſiſt, than while that Royal Writ remain'd in Force 
ard Virtue. And therefore the Writ of Summons aba— 
ting by the King's Death, the Convocation was virtual- 
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bers (of which he himſelf was one) had not aſſented 
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ly diſſolved ; but on the other Hand, that Part of the 
Lower Houſe who had enter'd upon new Claims, were 
taught to call themſelves a Parliamentary Body, and at 
leaſt to attend upon the Parliament, by virtue of the Pre- 
munientes Clauſe to meet in Parliament. And indeed had 
their Parliamentary Notions been true, this had been a 
juſt Inference upon them; but when they came to con- 
ſult with Men learned in the Laws, they ſoon found 
that the Act for continuing the Parliament, did by no 
means include the Convocation, which being called b 
a different Writ, had a different Conſtitution, and nw 
needs determine with the King's Death. When they 
were under this Diſappointment, they ſolicited ſome 
Friends in the Houſe of Lords, to bring in an extraordi- 
nary Clauſe, to revive the dead Convocation, and to de- 
Clare it to be ſtill in Being, notwithſtanding that it was 
otherwiſe by the King's Death actually diſſolved. This 
Clauſe of giving Reſurrection, was thought ſo extraordi- 
nary, that the greater Number of Peers could not be 
reconciled to it, and the Attorney-General declaring it 
was againſt the Queen's Eccleſiaſtical Supremacy, it was 
at laſt dropt; and happy it had been, if all other Diſ- 
putes of that Nature had dropt with it. 

Having mention'd the King's Death, it may not be 
ſrom our Purpoſe, to give the Reader to underſtand, 
that his Grace of Canterbury was almoſt continually with 
him, from his firſt Illneſs of a Fall from his Horſe, 
whereby his Majeſty broke his Collar Bone, to his laſt 
Moments; after having given and receiv'd with him the 
Bleſſed Sacrament of the Lord's Supper, and prevail'd 
with his Majeſty before his Death, to give the laſt Hand 
to a Bill in Parliament, for the better Security of the 
Proteſtant Succeſſion in the Illuſtrious Houſe of Hanover, 
and another for Attainting the Pretender. 

Upon the Acceſſion of a New Sovereign to the Throne, 
it was but natural to ſee new Faces at Court, and ſeve- 
ral of the old Ones diſmiſs'd from it, ſo that it was not 
to be ſuppos'd, that the Archbiſhop who was ſo great a 
Favourite of King Milltam, ſhould be equally poſſeſs'd of 
the good Graces of his Succeſſor, that had reſtor'd ſe- 
veral of the Miniſters that were outed in the late Reign, 
to their former Places in Council ; among theſe, the 
chief were, the Earls of Rocheſter and Nottingham, who 
were violent Sticklers againſt the Diſſenters, and could 
by no Means be induced to fide with thoſe who wo 
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of more tender Diſpoſitions towards them, ſuch as were 
his Grace, and ſeveral others of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, who were for bringing them over to the 
Eftabliſh'd Church by leſs violent and haſty Meaſures, 
At the Choice of a New Parliament, which ſat on 
the 20th of November, 1702, a New Convocation like- 
wiſe met, and in Oppoſition to his Grace, who propo- 
ſed a more moderate Perſon, choſe Dr. Aldrich for their 
Prolocutor, that had been always a conſtant Voter for 
Encroachments, upan the Power of the Preſident, and 
the Upper Houſe. In fo much, that inſtead of healing 
up former Breaches between the Biſhops and the Inferi- 
or Clergy, the old Sores broke out with greater Ran- 
cour than ever, and the Lower Houſe, inſlead of cen- 
ſulting the Peace of the Church, and the Honour of that 
Venerable Aſſembly, fell into new Diſputes about his 
Grace's Prerogative, even tho' the good Archbiſhop, and 
his Right Reverend Suffragans, RIBS at a Committee 
of Biſhops and Clergy, 1. That the Lower Houſe 
* might meet in Committees, to prepare Buſineſs between 
© the Synodical Prorogations. 2. That when Buſineſs 
* ſhould be before the Convocation, the Archbiſhop with 
the Conſent of his Suffragans, ſhould ſo order the Pro- 
* rogations, that there ſhould be ſufficient and conveni. 
ent Time allow'd for the conſidering and finiſhing it. 
However, his Grace's Intereſt in Parliament, was 
oreater than in Convocation, for upon the bringing up 
a Bill to prevent Occaſional Conformity, that had paſs'd 
the Houſe of Commons, and would have created great 
Uneaſineſs amongſt Proteſtant Diſſenters at that Juncture, 
his Grace ſo ftrenuouſly oppoſed it, by cauſing ſeveral 
Amendments to be made to it, that it was entirely loſt 
for that Seſſion; during which he had the Honour to be 
made the firſt Exgliſb Commiſſioner to treat of an Union 
between the two Kingdoms, which was happily brought 
to paſs in the Year 1706. | | 
Vet notwithſtanding the Bill abovemention'd was re- 
turn'd to the Commons, laden and clogg'd with ſuch 
Amendments, as were not thought fit to be agreed to, 
Mr. Bromley who brought it in, was reſolutely bent to 
make it force its way through both Houſes in the fol- 
lowing Year, 1703, and accordingly got it once more 
paſs'd by the Commons, after a certain Member had 
been very free with the Bench of Biſhops, and particu- 
larly with his Grace of Canterbury in theſe Words. 4 
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* did wonder to hear ſo many Biſhops againſt this Bill, 
but that Wonder ceas'd, wha I conſider'd whom they 
* ow'd their Preferment to; the Archbiſhop of Canter- 
* bury, I think, was promoted to that See by Lord Sun- 
* derland's Intereſt ; and being ask'd what Reaſons he 
* had againſt the Bill, reply'd, He had not well conſider d 
* the Bill, but that my Lord Somers told him it ought not to 
* paſs.” But his Grace by the Aſſiſtance of Fourteen 
other Biſhops, had ſuch Influence over many other of 
the Temporal Lords, that it was rejected after a Se- 
cond Reading by a Majority of Twelve or Thirteen 
Voices; as it was in 1704, when the Commons had like 
to have carried Matters to the greateſt Extremities, by 
Tacking it to the Bill of Supplies, which her Majeſty 
her ſelf was pleas'd to declare from the Throne to be 
a dangerous Experiment. Upon the Occaſion of the 
bringing this Bill againſt Occaſional Conformity, into the 
Houſe of Peers again, his Grace was pleas'd to diſcover 
his Sentiments after this Manner. The Noble Peer that 
Spoke laſt, has conſider'd the Reaſons that are given for the 
Occaſional Bill it ſelf ; but I muſt confeſs I can ſee none that 
can ſatisfie me of the Neceſſity of it. I think the Praftice of 
Occaſional Conformity, as uſed ly the Diſſenters, ſo far from de- 
Serving the Title of a wile Hypocrify, that I think it the Duty 
of all moderate Diſſenters upon their own Principles to do it. 
IT think that however it may be diſapproved by ſome rigid Diſ- 
ſenters, it aug ht to be encourag d by all good Church- Men, as a 
likely Means to bring them over. The employing Perſons of 4 
different Religion from the Eftadliſh d, has been preached in all 
Countries where Liberty of Conſcience has been allow'd. That 
we have gone further already in excluding Diſſenters, than any 
other Country has done. That whatever Reaſons there were te 
apprehend our Religion in Danger from the Papiſts, when the 
Teſt Act was made, yet here does not ſeem the leaſt Danger to 
it from the Diſſenters now: But on the other Hand, I can ſee 
very plain Inconveniences from this Bill at preſent. As it is 
brought in this laſt Time indeed, they have added a Preamble, 
that though it was put in the Firſt Edition of the Bill, was 
left out in the Second, viz. That the Act for Toleration, 
1hould be always kept Inviolable. But the Toleration A 
being to take away all the Penalties that a Man might incurr 
by going to a ſeparate Congregation, and the Occaſional 
Bill being to lay nem Penalties upon thoſe that do it, how they 
can ſay{"that this is not, in it ſelf, a Nolatien of the other, 1 
canner very eaſily comprehend ; I doubt it will put People in wats 
0 


of what paſe'd in France, where every Edict againſt the pro. 
reftants began with a Proteſtation; That the Edict of Nants ought 
to be always preſerved inviolable, till that very Edict in which 
it was in expreſs Words repealed. 

At a Time that all Europe is engaged in a bloody and 
expenſive War : At a Time that this Nation has not only ſuch 
conſiderable Foreign Enemies to deal withal, but has a Party in 
her own Bowels, ready upon all Occaſions to bring in a Popiſh 
Pretender, and involve us all in the ſame, or rather worſe 
Calamities than thoſe from which with ſo much Blood and 
Treaſure, we have been freed. At a Time that the Proteſtant 
Diſſenters, (however they may be in the Wrong by ſepa- 
rating from us) yet are heartily united with us againſt the 
common Foes to our Religion and Government. What Advan- 
rage thoſe, who are in earneſt for defending theſe Things, can 
have, by leſſening the Number of fuch as are firmly united in 
this common Cs I cannot for my Life imagine: Therefore I am 
for throwing out the Bill, without giving it another Reading. 

Theſe reſtleſs Endeavours of the Tory Party for their 
Favourite Bill for Three Seſſions of Parliament, which 
if Succeſsfu), had fruſtrated all the glorious Effects which 
were the Conſequences of the Victories of Schellemberg 
and Blenheim ; and the reſcuing the Empire from the 
moſt imminent Danger by the Duke of Marlborough, made 
it neceſſary for the Queen to lay aſide ſeveral of the Mi- 
niſtry that ſided with them; in Particular the Duke of 
Bucks, the Earls of Nottingham, Rocheſter, Jerſey and 
others, and to take Perſons of more agreeable and mo- 
derate Diſpoſitions in their Room. Which gave Occaſi- 
on for his Grace of Canterbury to have a much better Re- 
ception at Court, than during the three firſt Years of the 
Queen. He was thereby again impower'd to recommend 
ſuch Perſons for Spiritual Dignities ro the Throne, as 
were of his own healing Principles, and took occaſion 
of the untimely Death of his dear Friend, Dr. James 
Gardiner, Biſhop of Lincoln, to make Intereſt with her Ma- 
jeſty, who granted his Requeſt, for Dr. William Wake, 
Rector of St. James's Pariſh in Weſtminſter, (a Perſon 
highly deſerving of Preferment for his Writings againſt 
Dr. Atterbury, in the Defence of the Crown, and the 
Archbiſhops Authority, in Adjourning and Proroguing 
the Convocation) to fill up that See, and gave the Do- 
ctor's Cure of Souls ro a Gentleman of equal Merit, 
Dr. Charles Trimnel, ſince Lord Biſhop of Norwich, on the 
Tranſlation of Dr. Joh Moor Biſhop of that Dioceſs, ro 
the See of Eh, vacant by the Death ot Dr. Simon 3 

ut 
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But though Things happily went in the choice of a 
good Parliament, that had for their Speaker the Right 
Honourable John Smith, Eſq;, thoſe elected as Members 
to ſerve in Convocation for the Lower, Houſe, were of 
the ſame Temper with the laſt, and inftead of going in- 
to the Archbiſhops Schemes of Accommodation, they 
met, and after chuſing Dr. Bincks, the Dean of Litchfield 
for their Prolocutor, a fiery and hot Zealot for the pre- 
tended Rights of the Interior Clergy, would by no means 
join in an Addreſs to the Queen drawn up, and ſent 
down to them by the Biſhops ; bur offer'd to preſcribe a 
Form of one to the Preſident and Suffragans, upon which 
his Grace of Canterbury ſeeing no Probability there of 
abating of their Pretenſions, by vertue of a Letter from 
the Queen, whereby he was commanded to Prorogue 
them to the firſt Day of March following, delegated and 
appointed the Biſhop of Norwich to hold his Place of Me- 
rropolitan, and as ſuch to communicate her Majeſty's 


Royal Will and Pleaſure to both Houſes of Convocati- 


on accordingly; but ſuch was the Spirits of the Majority 
of the Lower-Houſe, that very few of the Members would 


ſtay to hear the Queen's Letter read in the Jeruſalem- 


Chamber, but went away and Ad journ'd themſelves to 
the Wedneſday following, in defiance of the Queen's and 
Archbiſhop's Order to the contrary. 

In the ſame Year his Grace receiv'd the following Let- 
ter from the Princeſs Sophia, Electreſs Dowager of 
Brunſwick and Lunenburgh.

* doubt not but her Majeſty is as much inclin'd at 
preſent to eſtabliſh the Safety of the Three Kingdoms, 
upon ſuch a Fot, that they may be expos'd to the 
leaſt Hazard, that is poſſible, and that ſhe will begin 
with England. . | 
* Mr. How has acquainted me with her Majeſty's good 
Inclinations for my Family, which makes me think, 
that perhaps her Majeſty ſees this 1s a proper Time for 
her to exprefs her ſelf in our Favour. But whether I 
am right in this Point or not, my Friends in England 
can beſt judge. 
* It is but reaſonable that I ſhould ſubmit my ſelf to 
their Opinions and Advice; and I depend moſt upon 
what your Grace ſhall adviſe, which will ever have 
the greateſt Weight with me.

This Letter, with one from Sir Rowland Guyn to the 
Farl of Stamford, was publiſhd tome Time after by one 
Charles Gilden, a very profligate Scribler; but the latter 
ro Sir Rew/anud, gave ſuch Offence to both Houſes of 
Parliament, that though they did not think fir to cenſure 
the firſt cut of deference to the Illuſtrious Writer of 

it, 
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it, that both Houſes voted it a ſcandalous, falfe, and 
malicious Libel, tending to create a Miſunderſtanding 
between her Majeſty, and the Princeſs Sophia, and or- 
der d the Author. Printer, and Publiſher to be diſco» 
ver'd and Proſecuted. 

What related further to his Grace, in the Tranſactions 

of this Year, was his Strenuous and hearty Concurrence 
at the Debate in the Houſe of Peers, with the Majority 
of Lords, that reſolved ; That the Church of England 
as by Law .eſtabliſh'd, which was reſcued from the 
extreameſt Danger by King W:7i/am the Third of Glo- 
rious Memory, was then, by God's Bleſſing, under 
the happy Reign of her Majeſty, in a moſt ſafe and 
flouriſhing Condition, and that thoſe who were about 
to Suggeſt and Inſinuate, that the Church was in Dan- 
ger, was an Enemy to the Queen, the Church, and the 
Kingdom. 
In 1706. His Grace who had been very Active in 
ſettling the Articles of Union between England and 
Scotland, as Prime Commiſſioner of the Firſt of thoſe King- 
doms, with Commitlioners on the Part of the laſt, had 
the Satis faction to be at the Preſentation of them, to the 
Queen, and to be very Inſtrumental in obtaining the Ra- 
tification of them from the Houſe of Lords, where 
there was great Oppoſition made to their Paſſing in- 
to an Act; which after various ſtruggles was at laſt ob- 
tained. In the ſame Vear he was pleaſed to diſcharge an 
Action of Contumacy, which his Grace had commenced 
againſt Dr. Bincks, Prolocutor of the Lower Houſe of 
Convocation, upon his making a formal Submiſſion. 

In the Year 1707, wherein commenced the Sitting of 
the Firſt United Parliament of Great Britain, his Grace 
of Canterbury after being preſent with the Queen, and 
both Houſes of Parliament, at St. Paul's, to render 
Thanks for the Concluſion of the Great Work, of making 
the Two Kingdoms of England and Scotland into one 
Realm, (upon which occaſion, Dr. Talbot, Lord Biſhop 
of Oxford, who with Dr. Tyler the Biſhop of Landaff, had 
been advanced to the Mitre ſome Time before by the 
ſaid Arch-biſhop's Intereſt, preached an Excellent Ser- 
mon) tho' frequently indiſpoſed by the means of the 
Gout, and the neceſſary Attendants of Old Age, by 
which he grew into ſenſible Decays, diſtinguiſhed him- 
ſelf in moſt of the memorable Debates in Parliament, 
more eſpecially in that about the Affairs of Spain, wherein 
the Tory Party in order to _ the Great Services a 
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the Duke of Marlborough, would have obtained the Thanks 
of the Peers for the Earl of Peterborough's Service; and 
that concerning the ill State of Scotland, at the Time of 
the Pretender's Invaſion: And as he conſulted the Ho- 
nour and Advantage of the State, ſo the frequency of 
his Indiſpoſitions could not hinder him from applying 
to the Throne, to forward the Glory and Security of the 
Church, in favour of Dr. Charles Trimnel, to fill the See 
of Norwich, Vacant by the Tranſlation of Dr. John Moore, 
to that of F/y,znd to ſupply the Biſhoprick of Exeter with 
a proper Head, by inſtating Dr. O*:pring Blackhall there- 
3n, in the room of Sir Jonathan Trelawney, Tranſlated to 
the Cathedral Chair of Wincheſter, by the Death of Dr. 
Peter Mw; He allo obtained tor Dr. White Kennet, Arch- 
cacon of Huutington, the Deanary of Peterborough, and 
for his Chaplain Dr. Jon Potter, the Regius Profetlor of 
D.vinicy's Chair, empty by the Death of Dr. Jane; tho" 
the very worthy Sir Ham Dawes was appointed Biſhop 
of Chiſter, by her Majeſty's own mere Motion, out of 
Regard ro fo much Piety and Goodneſs. 
In 17:8, little occurr'd that concerned the Arch, bi- 
Mop of Canterbury, only that he prevailed upon the Death 
of the Learned Dr. Reveriage, Biſhop of St. Aſaph, to 
have Dr. iliam Hcet wood placed in that Fpiſcopal Chair; 
and was very aſſiduous in his Attendance on the Queen, 
2s much as his Aged Infirmities would permit him, to 
Comfort her under her great Sorrow for the Loſs of her 
Majeſty's dearly beloved Conſort the Prince of Denmark. 
His Grace likewiſe at the opening of a New Convoca- 
rion where the Clergy met, ſo orderd it, that before Di- 
vine Service and Sermon, which were to precede the 
Choice of a Prolocutor, that they were unexpectedly 
Exonerated and Prorogued, from the 19th of November 
io the ach of F-bz2zavy following, purſuant to the Queen's 
Writ ro him, direQed for that end: Since it had been 
obſerves, that the Fiery Zealots of the Lower Houſe, in- 
ſtead of entertaining Thoughts, ſome Time before the New 
Parliament met, ſo behav'd that great Induſtry was uſed in 
Making a Party for chuſing Dr. Atterbury Prolocutor, 
witch looked like anew Inſult upon the Arch. biſhop and 
mops, who with the Moderate Members of the Lower 
Houle had Dr. ili in their Thoughts for that Office; 
a Divine, as in all other reſpects ſo ſingularly qualified 
for it, on account of his Temper, and conſtant Endea- 
vours for ſuch an Agreement as might reaſonably be ex- 
pected from an Aſſembly made up of the Adminiſtrators 
of the Goſpel of Peace. The 
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The following Year 1709, was remarkable not only 
for great Sums of Money given by his Grace, to great 
Numbers of Poor People of his own Nation, during the 
extremity of a very Cold Winter, but alſo his Extenfive 
Charity ro the Poor Palatines, for whom he was the 
Chief Truſtce, by Letters, Patents, to her Majeſty, and 
whom he recommended ro the Clergy of his Dioceſe, 
and Peculiars by the following Letter. 


Reverend Sir, 


n Y O U will hereby receive her Majeſty's Brief, for 

* the better Support and Settlement of many 
Thouſand diſtreſſed German Proteſtants, who through 
the repeated Irruptions of the French, attended wirh 
unmerciful Exattions and other Inhumanities, have 
been forced to quit their Native Country, the fruitful 
Palatinate, near the Rhine: They have choſen to take 
Refuge here, being induced thereto by the Conſidera- 
tion of the Excellency of our Conſtitution, and the 
Juſtice and Clemency of our Government. 

* The Church of England (to uſe the dying Words of 
one of my Predeceſſors) hath been a ſhelter to other Neigh- 
bouring Churches when a Storm has driven upon them. It 
was ſuch in former Times, it hath been of late, and I 
queſtion not it will be ſo in this Inſtance, in an ex- 
emplary manner. | 
Our moſt Gracious Queen (the Supreme Governor 
of it under Chriſt) hath already with a tender Care 
and Regard entertained theſe Poor Strangers, and 
at no final] Expence ſuſtained them by a preſent Sup- 
ply ; and the good People, in whoſe Neighbourhood 
they have hitherto been, have comforted them very 
much by the Effects of their great Humanity. 

As to your ſelf (together with the reſt of my Bre- 
thren the Clergy in my Province) I do earneſtly, and 
in eſpecial manner recommend to you the promoting 
of this good and neceflary Work. I preſs you with 
the fewer Words, becauſe I expe& from the nature of 
your very Function, that you will uſe all your good 
Oftices in ſetting this depjorable Caſe in a true Light, 
in giving according to your Ability; and in doing 
your utmoſt to ſtir up in others, a Cheerful and Liberal 
Contribution. 

I am ſenſible that in theſe and the like Caſes, divers 
Prejudices do and will ariſe in the Weakneſs of ſome, 
and the cunning Craftiaeſs of others, you will 
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fore do well after a true Conſideration, to open this 
Matter judiciouſly, and to ſhew, as you have Occaſion, 
that the Increaſe of People is a means not of Impoveriſhing or 
Meakning @ Nation, but of advancing the Wealth and Strength

The Remainder of this Great and Holy Man's Life 
from 17c9. (when he foreſaw an Approaching Change in 
Matters of State coming on) till the Day of the Queen's 
Death, was one continued Scene of Sorrow and Sollitari- 
neſs: And he beheld in his Retirement at Lambeth, as 
an Addition to the Afflicting Pains of the Gour, with 
which he was grievoully Tormented, the Glories of a 
Reign which had been bleſs'd with a continued Series 
of Proſperous and Succeſsful Events ſinking into its laſt 
Declenſion, by the means of Corrupt and Evil Practices. 
He ſaw the Church's Danger again pleaded, in Excuſe 
for the Change of a Miniſtry, that had raiſed the Exgliſb 
Name to ſuch an height, as had not been known before 
in the Annals of Preceeding Times. He ſaw Publick 
Incendiaries dare to puhliſh Invectives from the Pulpit, 
not-only againſt the Author of our Deliverance from 
Popery and Slavery by the late Revolution, but againſt 
the very Bleſſings that flowed from it; and tho that 
very Perſon was Impeach'd and Condemn'd in Parlia— 
ment, where his Grace very wiſely thought fit not to 
be preſent; he ſaw the Conſequences of it, to be the 
abovementioned Alteratiens, the Reſult of which was 
the late Fatal and Ignominious Peace, that had ſunk 
us into the utmoſt Contempt and Diſgrace, had not 
God in his Great Mercy placed the Elector of Hanover 
on the' Throne, by as unexpected a Turn as ever fell out 
in any Age. | 


The 
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The Differences of the New Miniſtry about Prece- 
dency and Power before they had made ſure of their 
Game, diſconcerted the Meaſures they had taken for 
Altering the Succeſſion, and the diſplacing of the Earl 
of Oxford, by the means of the Lord Bolingbroke's Intereſt 
pav'd the way for a more amazing Revolution in 1714, 
than had fallen out in the Year 1688. For the good 
Queen who had ſuffered her ſelf to be miſguided thro' 
her Tenderneſs to her Servants, and who had for ſome 
Years been under a very ill State of Health, thro' the 
Infirmities of Mind as well as Body, was ſo ſmitten with 
Grief at theſe Domeſtick and Inteſtine Diviſions, that 
the gave way to Fate, and made room for her Illuftrious 
Succeſſor, his Majeſty now Reigning, to aſcend the 
Throne. ; 

The News of the Queen's Death was no ſooner brought 
to Lambcth, but the Arch-biſhop amidſt all the Preſſures of 
the Gout and Old Age, carried his Black Box, wherein the 
Elector of Hanowver's Inftrument for declaring the Lord's 
Juſtices, on his Part, was depoſited, and in Conjunction 
with the Lord Chancellor, and the Hanover Reſident; 
who had each of them one, for the ſame uſe, caus'd it 
to be open'd. This Affair happened ſo late, and is fo 
freſh in every one's Memory, that it will be needleſs, 
to repeat the Names that were found there, beſides the 
Great Officers of the Crown. Let it ſuffice, that his 
Grace as Lord Arch-Biſhop of Canterbury was the Firſt 
in the Commiſſion, and that he diſcharg'd that High 
Truſt with the greateſt Application and Fidelity, till 
the Arrival of the King, when the Regency ceas'd. 
Nor would he hold himſeif excus'd from his Great Age, 
tho' he was then in his Eightieth Year, and the con- 
tinuance of his Diſtemper which had brought him to 
the very Brink of his Grave, from performing the Ot- 
fice that belong'd to him at his Majeſty's Coronation, 
which he went through with great Pain and Difficulty ; 
after which he pay'd his Attendance on the King ar 
St. James's once, where he was in Private with his Ma- 
jeſty, who was ſo much taken with the Plaineſs and 
open Sincerity of his Converſation, that when a certain 
Nobleman,who had been a great Solicitor for Grants, &c. 
upon all Occaſions ask'd him, How his Majeſty lik'd the 
Arch-biſhop, was pleas'd to give for Anſwer, to the greateſt 
Degree of Sotiofafits, rnce that Venerable Old Man had been 
above an Hour and Half with him, and in all that Time had not 
ask'd one Favour of him for himſelf, or Friends. N 

Having 
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Having pay'd this Viſit, his Grace like Old Simeon re- 
turn'd to his Palace at Lambeth ; there to Sing his Nunc 
Dimittis, and pay his laſt Debr to Nature, for he never 
ſtir d out of it to the Day of his Death, which happened 
to be on the 14th of December, 1715, after he had recom- 
mended Dr. Midiam Wake, Lord Biſhop of Lincoln to his 
Majeſty, for his Succeſſor, and his Chaplain Dr. Gibſon, 
Arch-Deacon of Surry, to fill the See from which the 
Preſent Arich-biſhop was Tranſlated. He was interr'd

is Will, in the ſame Vault where his Lady that dyed 
Two or Three Years before was buried; and left be- 
' hind him a Name much Sweeter than the Ointment he 
was Embalm'd in, ſo that I ſhall attempt the giving his 
Character no further, than in the Words of a Celebrated 
Author, which run after this manner. 


He was a Prelate, who through the whole Courſe of 
his Life, has always praCtis'd that Integrity and Reſolu- 
tion he firſt ſer out with, nor was influenced by the 
Changes of the Age he lived. in, to act contrary to the 
pure and peaceable Spirit of the Goſpel, of which he 
was fo bright an Ornament. He always ſtood in the 
Gap, as often as Popery and Arbitrary Power made its 
Advances, and was a Strenuous oppoſer of certain Per- 
fecutions fomented by another Set of Men, who, tho' 
they call themſelves Church-Men, and would be thought 
fo by others, profeſs, and have lately put in Practice ſuch 
Principles, as not only Scandalize the Character, but tend 
to deſtroy the very Being of that Church to which they 
pretend to belong; and alſo to ſubvert the Foundation of 
that happy Government to which they are obliged by 
Gratitude and the moſt ſolemn Oath, to pay a Cheerful 
Obedience. 

T hat Great and Good Dignitary in the Church deceaſed, 
as he was an Exact Pattern of that Exemplaty Piety, Charity, 
Steadfaſtneſs, and good Conduct, requiſite in a Governor 
of the Church, ſo perhaps ſince the Primitive Age of 
Chriſtianity, and the Time of the Apoſtles, there has 
been no Man whoſe Learning and Abilities have better 
qualified him to diſcharge and defend a Truſt of that 
bigh Importance. |

I would have on that Stone only this Inſcription, Here 
lieth the Body of Thomas Teniſon, late Archbiſhop ef Can- 
terbury, who departed this Life in Peace, ſuch a Day, of 
ſuch a Year, I die in the ſafe Communion of the Church 
of England, in which (by GOD's Bleſſing) I have always 
liv'd, conſtantly endeavouring to improve, but never ro 
injure its Conſtitution.

any Regular Church-Diſcipline in thoſe Parts, or any 
Confirmations, or due Ordinations, or any Setting 
a-part in Eccleſiaſtical Manner of any publick Places 
for the more decent Worſhip of GOD; or any timely 

reventing or abating of Factions and Diviſions, which 
E been, and are at preſent, very rife ; no Eccleſiaſti- 
cally, Legal Diſcipline or Corrections of ſcandalous 
Manners, either in the Clergy, or Laity; or Synodical 
Aſſemblies as may be a proper Means to regulate Eccle- 
ſiaſtical Proceedings. In the mean Time, till ſuch Ap. 
pointment and Conſecration, as above-ſaid, are com- 
pleated, my Will is, That my Executors do not pay 
the ſaid Thouſand Pounds, or any Part or Portion of it, 
or any Intereſt for the Whole or any Part of it, to the 
ſaid Society; but as they have Opportunity to put out 
the ſaid Sum, or Part of it to Intereſt upon ſure Pub- 
lick Funds, and to apply ſuch Intereſt, to the Benefit 
of ſuch Miſſionaries, being Engliſhmen, and of the Pro- 
vince of Canterbury, as they ſhall find upon good Infor- 
mation, to have taken true Pains in the reſpettive Places 
which have been committed by the ſaid Society to their 
Care, in the ſaid foreign Plantations, and have been by 
unavoidable Accidents, Sickneſs, or other Infirmities of 
the Body, or Old-age diſabled from the Performance of 
their Duties in the ſaid Places or Precin&s, and forced 
to return to England.
